A realization which will not onlv waken 
her from the stupor of years, which prom­ 
ises to endow her with a vitality she has 
never yet experienced in ali her chequered 
history. Opinion is unanimous in declaring 
that the tawny floods of tlie American river 
should not be allowed to run to waste, 
without some effort being made to turn the 
vast motive power which they furnish to 
practical account.

BEAUTIFUL VENICE. 


A BRIEF STATEMENT OF ITS ’EVER 


CHANGING HISTORY., 


Its Present Appearance and Strnc- 
tures—Gondolas versos Horses— 
The Bridge of Sighs. 


Venice, the city of one hundred island*, 
is the most unique town in Europe. 
It 
has a population of 130,000, but does not 
cover as much territory as a compact city 
of America with 25,000. 
Its canals and 
streets are narrow and meandering, and 
mOst of its buildings four stories high and 
crowded from water floor to garret. 
The 
islands were once mud deposits, unable to 
bear up the weight of stone or brick 
buildings. 
A leaf from their early his­ 
tory is exceedingly interesting. A t first 
wooden houses were constructed liy the 
fishermen 
who occupied these 
A dri­ 
atic 
bogs. 
T hat was in A. D. 40! 
8jx 
years 
later 
it 
was 
destroyed 
by 
a 
fire. 
Then 
a 
church 
was 
laidd in honor of St. Mark, and the city 
riuamtnced on a more permanent basis. 
They w ere invaded by the Huns in A. D. 
453, and the year following Narses, one of 
<3ie Generals of Emperor Justinian, came 
to Venice. They then becam? the allies 
rf the Greeks. 
In 097 Paolucio Antifesto 
became the first Doge, and a treaty was 
soon formed with the King of the Lom­ 
bards. 
A period of bloodshed follows, and 
the Greeks disperse, being defeated, and 
the Venetians take Ravenna. 
The I)oge 
Is executed for pride and treason. 
Venice 
then becomes the desire of kings and 
princes. 
Piles were driven into the la­ 
goons, and solid foundations made, and 
large churches and palaces erected of stone 
and brick, and 


V EN U E BECAME TH E ft KM OF TH E SEA, 
And the ships of all nations in commerce 
exchanged with them the products of their 
toil. 
Palace succeeded palace, until it 
hcc-ame the city of palaces; and because of 
its wealth and beauty, made tne contesting 
war chariots jostle against each other in 
their aggressive race to conquer and pos­ 
sess it. 
Internal feud, and social and ¡k>- 
litical corruption, later, unsettled 
the 
confidence of its citizens and soldiers, 
and made it an easy morsel for the lion 
that stood at the gate ready to consume. 
From the commencement of the seventh 
century to 1788, Venezia was continuously 
beleaguered by her enemies, and could no 
longer resist them. 
In 1797 it became an 
A ustrian province. 
In 1805 it was ceded 
to Italy. 
Restored to Austria in 1815. 
In 1848 proclamation of the republic. 
The 
Trium virate next control it. 
So it con­ 
tinued to be given and taken until I860, 
a t the peace treaty of Vienna it was an­ 
nexed to Italy and Victor Emmanuel en­ 
tered it on the 4th of November of the 
same year, and his successor Umberto now 
reigns. 
Its past history lias no equal among the 
provinces of the earth and the Venetians 
are nowhere in history excelled in cruelty, 
treachery, and heartless butchery. 
H er 
Doges were men of the meanest type; her 
civil and political Courts, merciless in­ 
quisitions, and her councils had neither 
justice nor judgment with equity. 
Cor­ 
ruption prevailed everywhere, and the 
plagues and pestilences of recurring visit­ 
ations but increased her idolatrous people 
in all manner of superstition, and works of 
superrogation at the beckon of her vile 
priests, or the decree of her lewd and 
licentious Courts. 
As she increased in 
wealth and power, she alike decreased in 
the true worship of God. 


VENICE OF TO-DAY. 
To-day Venice is a city going to ruius 
but not so as it pertains to her commerce 
H er boasted antiquity will later be a m at­ 
ter of history. 
Those who desire to see 
this Adriatic metropolis as it anciently ap­ 
peared must do so before the close of the 
century, or be content to he told where the 
old buildings stood. Some of the build­ 
ings, such as the palace, the prison and 
the church, built of solid material, will 
rem ain for many years by constant re­ 
pairs. 
Venice is a city of fine arts. Once 
the great 
schools 
of 
painting were 
in operation, and 
no painter 
became 
famous who had not either studied here 
or adopted the system here taught. 
Les­ 
sons were given in oil-painting, velvets, 
tapestries and stucco work. Here labored 
Titian, Tintoretto, Paul Veronese, Andrea 
Scliiavone, Salviati, and others of equal 
note. 
To-day the great painters of the 
earth can be counted on the fingers of my 
hands. 
Venice has no painter even to 
retouch her faded facades, nor to supply 
deficient portraiture. 
But her glassware 
has astonished the world. 
The lost art 
has returned with new inventions and 
given employment to hundreds of artificers, 
and sent their cunning work into the cities 
of all lands. Also her gold and ivory 
work and her modern mosaics are patterns 
of durability and service such as will in­ 
crease its demand and create monopolies to 
enlarge its manufacturing interests. 
Her 
future is great. 
When Italy shall have 
become a republic Venire will be greater 
than ever in all the records of her an­ 
tiquity. H ere one can meditate until he 
fairly revels in what was, and is, and is to 
come. 
W hether it be approached by rail 
or steamer, it stands on the unrullled bosom 
of the little archipelago like a fabled cita­ 
del, scarcely to lie looked u¡>oii with other 
than visionary emotions. 
W hether you 
walk upon its narrow avenues or glide in 
its quaint gondolas, you have sensations 
depress or enthrill you that will never be 
forgotten. 
These 
impressions 
do, 
no 
doubt, differ with individuals as thev 
differ one from another in emotional 
temperament, or look up the strange scene 
through the open page of history. 


T H E GONDOLA AND GONDOLIER 
Are matchless affairs. 
The boats are verv 
long and narrow, and many of them have 
carriage covers. 
Four persons are com­ 
fortably seated in one of the smaller size. 
It would lie difficult to upset them. 
W ith 
what grace and apparent ease they row. 
The gondolier stands aft with a long oar 
resting on a zigzag oarlock and quietly 
submerges the paddle into the water, then 
witli full weight of the liody thrown 
against the stern, and a muscular thrust of 
the arms, darts the gondola forward from 
fifteen to twenty feet at a stroke, and raises 
the propeller as noislessly as he dropped 
it. 
The ride is simply grand, 
i did not 
see a horse in Venice, i. e., a living horse. 
They have none. The officers of the Ital­ 
ian quarters, 1 am told, have a few. 
A 
city of 130,'900 doing business without 
horses, coaches, drays, etc., is a sight lack­ 
ing what is omitted. So says the traveler, 
but not the Venetian. 


s t . m a r k ’s c a t h e d r a l 
Is 
the 
finest 
among 
the twenty-two 
churches of the city', 
it was begun in the 
ninth century and completed late in the 
eighteenth. 
The Catholics tell us some 
very strauge, but not weird, stories con­ 
cerning 
the 
treasures deposited here. 
1'hev say the body of St. M ark was 
brought herefrom Alexandria. 
The man­ 
ner of securing it would now be severely 
punished in America. St. Mark had been 
dead a thousand years before the tempor­ 
ary Venteian chapel was built for his body. 
They showed me the original relics from 
the cross, and a stone from Tyrus, upon 
which the Saviour preached ; and also a 
marble slab on which John the Baptist 
was beheaded, having on it the m artyr’s 
blood. 
A pillar from the tem ple of Solo­ 
mon at Jerusalem was also pointed out to 
me.

The reader w o u ld tire o f too num­ 
erous descriptions o f the antique structures 
and their treasures. 
Here are churches, 
chapels, halls, and palaces whore adornings 
are illustrations of history and of the arts 
of men in the ages that have preceded us. 
It is a very novel acl to see two bronze 
men on the clock tower strike the great 
liell witli large metallic sledges each half 
hour. 
A clock mender some years ago, 
who forgot their office, was struck by one 
of them and dashed to death on the curb. 


T H E GRAND PALACE, 
In which the various courts were held, is 
approached from the west. 
I first passed 
the statues of Adam and Eve. 
The artist 
evidently never saw either of them. 
I 
ascended the G iant’s staircase between the 
statues of Neptune and Mars (1554). They 
are subjects of constant criticism. 
I com­ 
mend them for enduring it unchanged so 
long.

T o m a to e s —F ix in g V a r ie tie s. 
Seedsmen have often told us that it takes 
a long time to fully establish or fix, as 
they term it, a newr variety of tomato, so 
that it will come reasonably from seed. 
A 
vast amount of labor and time have been 
wasted in this selection of specimens from 
year to year, in order to secure a pure 
strain or type of tomato, simplv because 
the grower did not know there was a much 
better and more direct way to establish the 
variety. 
It is only necessary to take cut­ 
tings from the plant which we desire to 
perpetuate, and grow these in a green­ 
house, and at the approach of spring in­ 
crease the stock by cuttings only. 
The 
latter are then set out in the garden the 
same as seedling plants, and, as all are 
from one parent stock, they will lie true to 
the original type. 
.Seeds gathered from 
the fruit of such plants will usually show 
more fixedness of character than can be 
secured by selection of fruit in a half 
dozen years. 
Cuttings may also be started 
in a sunny window.—Anierica)i A</ricidt- 
urisl.

M e r i d a , Yucatan, A pril 20, 1888. 
In this part of the world most of the 
sanctuaries, though very large, have a sor­ 
rowfully humble look, like the very peni- 
tentis of architecture, with their walls of j 
gray adobe, roofs of red tiles, floors of 
hardened clay, liellfries like skeletons of 
bell-towers, no windows, and all their 
inner treasures of blood-stained Christs, 
lugubrious saints, and harrowing pictures 
of m artyrs and crucifixions. 
But during Holy Week the most melan­ 
choly church wears a bright and festive 
apjiearance. 
T heir poverty and coldness, 
their inane sadness and silent miseries sud­ 
denly give place to warmth, fragrance and 
flowers, 
¡silken banners, folds of lace and 
luxuriant foliage hide the dismal naked­ 
ness of the walls; palm trees, instead of 
bare pillars, appear to support the roof, 
and thousands of tapers drive the ghostly 
shadows out of the gloomiest corners. 
W here the high altar stood, a great 
pyramid rises; and over the crimson cloth 
which covers it from top to base, is draped 
the most marvelous lace-work and em­ 
broidery—every yard representing years of 
labor by pious hands. 
The stejis of the pyramid sparkle with a 
thousand wax lights, burning in translu­ 
cent globes of clouded glass, in silver can­ 
dlesticks and golden branches, and in cups 
of brass and alabaster. Between the lights 
are fruits, flowers, herbs and shrubs, such 
as only the tropics can yield—for in this 
latitude nature more than compensates for 
the poverty of the people, and is as loving 
a hand-maiden to assist in their pious ob­ 
servances as she of Bethany who poured 
the ointment of spikenard upon the Di­ 
vine head. 
On Holy Thursday, in the old Church 
de Santiago, there was a representation of 
the Garden of Gethsemane. 
On the left 
of the nave, close to the porch, a space 
eight feet square was marked oil' with 
fences of palm-branches, bent and woven. 
W ithin this garden palm-leaves lay thick 
upon the ground, interspersed with berries, 
leaves and blossoms of the brightest ever­ 
greens, and the flowers of tlie palm, in their 
magnificent clusters, were arranged like 
fountains in descending circles. 
Over these were strewn the sweetest 
flowers—lobelia, with petals of ruby and 
orange; lilies, white, pink and crimson; 
the canary-colored plumería ; pansies, large 
as the palm of your hand, and roses in 
every v ariety ; mounds of violets and blue 
forget-me-nots; 
bowls and vases filled 
with earth in which young rice was grow­ 
ing; dishes heaped witli aromatic herbs 
and ripening grains of corn ; oranges, wild 
grapes, alligator pears, sweet lemons, pine­ 
apples and granaddlaz. 
In the midst of 
all this wealth and sweetness of the earth, 
against a broken tree, knelt an image of 
the Christ of Gethsemane, covered w’tli a 
purple robe—blood oozing from the fore­ 
head, and the pale features stamped with 
an expression of anguish which the mast 
irreverent could not witness w ithout emo­ 
tion. 
Outside the church and crowded within 
its porch, stood soldiers on guard with 
arms reversed. 
The national flag hung at 
half-mast all day over the Government 
palace and other public buildingss. 8hops, 
billiard-rooms, 
cafes, all were 
closed. 
Everybody, dressed in his best, was out 
from the sunrise of one morning to snnrise 
on the next, for all night long they visited 
the churches, carrying lanterns and hum­ 
ming Paters and Aves through the streets, 
going through the devotion of the stations, 
over and over in every sanctuary. 
Next day — Good Friday — we were 
awakened 
at 
daybreak 
by the same 
monotonous rolling of muffled drums; and 
as on the preceding day, there was the 
same silent passing to and fro of veiled 
faces and graceful heads enveloped in 
silken shawls, the same display of droop­ 
ing (lags and profusion of lights and 
flowers in all the churches—in short, pre­ 
cisely the same solemn holiday as Holy 
Thursday. 
Indeed, this was even quieter, or would 
have been except for the metraeat, which 
everybody twirled to the top of his bent, 
from babies in arms to white-haired grand­ 
parents, from ragged Indians to proudest 
aristocrats. 
A metraea is small toy, in the 
form of a flower, a doll, a bird, :I frying- 
pan, a musical instrument, and inside’of it 
are wooden springs, which when twirled 
rapidly give for a harsh, discordant and 
most disagreeable 
sound, intended 
to 
typify the cry of the Jews, “Crucify h im ! 
crucify h im ! ” 
Even the shadows seemed deeper on this 
day, and the birds ceased their singing; 
there was not the slightest sound of pro­ 
fane labor, and the great sacrifice of nine­ 
teen centuries ago was more impressively 
recalled by the deserted aspect of the 
houses, the flags at half mast and the re­ 
versed arms of the soldiers. 
Soon as the sun was down and the short 
tw ilight of this latitude was over, the pro­ 
cession which commemorates the inter­ 
ment of Christ moved slowly and darklv 
from the great door-wav of the cathedral, 
descended into tiie 
plaza and thence 
through the adjoining streets. 
The aceras, 
or pavements, of all these streets were 
planted with wild canes, around which 
were woven palm leaves and wreaths of 
flowers, while the carriage-way lietween 
was strewn with siempra vira (“ always 
alive” ), fine branches of the uruea and the 
wonderful manilos (little hands) of the 
gvarumo. 
The latter flowers, strange to 
say, are in the exact shape of tiie human 
hand, with four fingers, thumb, nails and 
knuckles all complete. 
The balconies of all the houses along the 
line of march were overhung with curtains 
of white muslin, festooned with crape or 
white ribbons of black satin, and at the 
intersection of the streets stood catafalques 
covered with black cloth heavily em­ 
broidered, strewn with flowers, laden with 
fruits and luminous with colored lamps 
and cups of gold and silver. 
First in the procession came Las H er­ 
manos de la Caridad—“ the Brothers of 
Charity”—clad in garments 
of 
white 
woolen—long, loose 
and 
shapeless 
as 
Mother Hubbards bed-gowns—each with 
a white handkerchief tied in a pig-tail 
knot above his head. 
These “ Brothers” 
carried the various insigna of the cruci­ 
fixion. 
The first two balanced lqion their 
shoulders a pair of ladders, painted pea- 
green. 
One bore a tea-tray, upon which 
was a crown of thorns; another a sponge, 
in a stained napkin; another a hammer 
and three nails. 
Then came a swarm of boys, with extin­ 
guished candles. 
Following them walked 
three young men, in ecclesiastical costume, 
the one in the center bearing a tall, slen­ 
der crucifix, which was shrouded in black 
velvet; while the other two held aloft the 
thinnest of eandle-sticks, whose tapers 
burned w ith ashy flame. 
Close behind the candles and crucifix 
came four priests, marching abreast, each 
in surplice and soutane black cap. 
Over 
the cap was drawn a black hood, while a 
black train—the dorsal development of the 
hood—streamed along 
the 
leaf-strewn 
road, a yard or two in the rear. 
These 
were the heralds of a big black silk ban­ 
ner, which had a red cross emblazoned 
upon is, and was borne erect bv a sickly- 
looking Senor in deep mourning’ 
Then came another swarm of bovs, 
clearing the road for a full-length figure’of 
Saint John, the Evangelist, which—in a ¡ 
cymplete suit of variegated vestments, i 
with the right hand pressed upon the I 
region of the heart—was -houldered by i 
four young gentlemen, all bare-headed anil 
in faultless evening dress. 
Next to the Evangelist came a figure of 
Mary Magdalene. 
It 
was 
gorgeously 
ro¡ieii in white satin, with luxuriant tresses 
of real hair upon its head, and the noble ¡ 
beauty of the life-countenance was height- ! 
enened by an expression of intense contri- I 
tion. As works of art. all these figures are ¡ 
admirable and are said to have been made J 
in Guatemala by a native artist. 
Now there approached another, loftier ! 


a n d fa r m o re stately than a n y th a t h a d 
preceded it. 
To the right a n d left of i t 
glittered a score of lifted bayonets, a ro u n d 
i t thuribles rolled up 
their 
f r a g r a n t 
clouds, and pretty children 
in white 
dresses strewed flowers in front of it over 
the leafy pavement. 
It was the Mater 
Dolorso, sumptuously rolled in purple vel­ 
vet and costliest lace, and gems of largest 
size—diamonds, emeralds, pearls and opals 
—were lavished upon it. 
Ravs of silver 
issued from the queenly head and the 
immensely long velvet train was borne by 
a priest. 
Behind the priest walked many of the 
first ladies of the city, carrying tall wax 
candles, all dressed in black satin, their 
heads concealed in m antillas of Spanish 
lace. 
Some of them were young, graceful 
and pretty, and the matrons—though in­ 
clined to excessive leanness or fatness af­ 
ter the age of 30, with skins that wrinkle 
like dried figs—were, every one, dignified 
and saintly. 
Vll this, however, was but a prelude to 
the absorhiug figure of the pageant. This 
was an immense sarcophagus of glass, up­ 
held by twenty of t lie most reputable citi­ 
zens. who marched like practiced soldiers. 
Acolytes flunked and followed it, bearing 
smoking censers, inverted torches and 
palm branches covered with crape. 
W i Lhin the transparent tomb were snowy 
folds of the finest lace, strewn with roses, 
a face streaming with blood, a crown of 
thorns and the outline of a prostrate im­ 
age. 
As it passed a great hush fell upon 
tiie multitude. 
The spectators at door­ 
way^ and windows, in the balconies and 
on tiie sidewalks, all knelt, with uncov­ 
ered heads. 
Tiie swelling and subsiding 
dirge, ¡flayed by the m ilitary band that 
beaded the column of troops whsch closed 
the procession, with colors furled and arms 
reversed, alone disturbed the breathless 
silence. •>: 
A few hours later there was a very dif­ 
ferent scene. 
It was the dawn of Easter 
Sunday. 
Suddenly 
the bell ■ 
of 
all 
the churches broke loose. 
Again and 
again they rang out at their loudest, till 
the riotous air seemed to Hash with the 
strokes, and the drowsy earth to reel and 
quiver. 
Then came the rumbling of drums 
—no longer mutlled—the shrill chorusing 
of fighting cocks, the yelping of dogs and 
the bleating and lowing of flocks and herd 
in the suburbs. 
In less than half an hour 
every house ¡«ourcd forth its inmates—in 
ponchos and mantilla?, zarapes and em­ 
broidered jackets, velvet-collared coats and 
shirt-sleeves—all bound for the plaza. 
And there, as the sun suddenly leaped 
from behind the clouds that veiled the 
eastern horizon, a striking spectacle was 
presented ! 
The plaza was packed with 
people. The steps and spacious esplanade 
of the cathedral was thronged to overflow­ 
ing. 
The balconies and windows of over­ 
looking houses were rustling and sparkliug I 
with spectators. 
Everybody was laughing 
and chattering, most weie smoking, many 
on tip-toe, and all were nervous, im patient 
and excited. 
Clearly something was in 
the wind ! 
In the center of the plaza, high above 
the crowd, were four lines of gleaming 
steel, where the troops had formed a hol­ 
low square ; 
and overtopping the lifted 
bayonets by twenty feet stood a monstrous 
gibbet. 
Fastened together by thongs of 
rawhide and bits of old rope, thé rude 
contrivance 
looked gaunt and ghastly 
enough to frighten the boldest malefactor. 
From the cross-beam there dangled an 
effigy—that of the despised Judas Iscariot. 
It wore a waistcoat of yellow flannel 
striped with black, a red night-cap, a pair 
of torn, brown breeches, and its musty old 
boots were wonderfully down at heel and 
crumpled at the toes. 
Poor Judas! 
Night-cap, boots 
and 
waistcoat—all were stuffed with squibs, 
crackers and Roman candles, while the 
breeches were burdened with a bomb­ 
shell made of toughest pasteboard and 
swollen with combustibles. 
There in the 
dewy dawn, with the soft light of the 
Easter morning playing on his grotesque 
habiliments, hung the similacrum of the 
traitor in view of thousands—slowly turn­ 
ing half-way around at times, ignomin- 
ouslv elbowed by vagrant breezes. 
The trumpet sounded, a barefooted Cor­ 
poral stepped from the ranks, and erect, 
emotionless, with the cold solemnity of an 
executioner, he approached the gibbet, car­ 
rying a long sugar-cane, at the end of 
which was a tuft of lighted tow. instantly 
the hubbub of the m ultitude subsided anil 
a profound calm set in. 
Even* the qamtst. 
frenzied as they were with fun and mis 
chief, huddled together and held their 
breath. 
Step by step marched the Corporal, till 
at last he came to an abrupt halt right 
under the 
cross-beam. 
The sugar-cane 
was lifted, it touched tbo betrayer’s left 
heel, and in the tw inkling of an eye there 
was a terrific explosion. 
The boots flew 
into shreds, flames leaped from tiie stom­ 
ach, the bombshell burst and split the 
brown breeches into a shower of rags, rock­ 
ets whizzed from the ribs, the outstretched 
arms vanished from their sockets, the 
nightcap shot skyward cleanout of sight— 
all in less than two minutes, amid the 
crashing of drums, the ringing of bells, the 
ear-splitting screams of the boys, and the 
hootings, maldiciones and uproarotts merri­ 
ment of soldiers and civilians, priests, pau­ 
pers and patricians. 
H alf an hour later not a living creature 
was left in the plaza, for there were bull­ 
fights and cock-fights, balls and gambling 
bouts vet to be attended to before the cel­ 
ebration of Easter Sunday was considered 
satisfactorily completed in a strictly relig­ 
ious manner.

JAPANESE STATISTICS. 
AUCTIONS. 


T h e E m p ir e H a s a P o p u la tio n o f N e a r ly 1 
T h ir ty -e ig h t M illio n s. 
The I/ondcm and China Telegraph, refer- I 
ring to recent publications on Japanese 
statistics, says that on January 1, 1885, the 
Japanese empire had a population of 37,­ 
808,987, or an average of 99 inhabitants to I 
each square kilometer, which is about the ' 
same average as Italy, and much more ¡ 
than that of Germany. 
But, if the large ; 
area of Yezo and the Kuriles, with its 
small population, be 
deducted, 
Japan 1 
proper has a population of 131 to the 
square kilometer, while G reat Britain has 
only 114. 
For various reasons peculiar to 
the country and the people the distribu­ 
tion of the population is by clusters. 
In 
eight adm inistrative districts the density 
reaches 220 per square kilometer, for these 
include the fertile rice plains and the most 
productive fisheries. 
Japan is a country 
of small peasant cultivation, rice being 
the principal staple, and hence the moun­ 
tainous districts are very thinly inhabited. 
The average number of persons in a house­ 
hold is 4.91, while in Germany it is 4.7 ; 
but in urban households the average is 
much smaller than in the country or titan 
those of European cities. 
Notwithstanding the density of the pop­ 
ulation, the small number of populous 
towns is very striking. 
Only five have a 
population exceeding 100,00ffe-viz.: Tukio, 
902,837; Osaka, 353,970; Kioto, 255,403; 
Nagova, 120,898, and Kanagawa, 104.320. 
Six only have a population between 50,000 
agd 100,000. 
This peculiarity in distribu­ 
tion is due to the circumstance that Japan 
is not an industrial but an agricultural 
country. 
Another peculiarity is the pro­ 
portion of the sexes. 
There were 19,157,­ 
977 males and 18,711,110 females, so that, 
reversing the rule in Europe, the males 
I ire pon derate. 
This is said to be due to 
the fact that there is a great preponder­ 
ance of female m ortality between 15 and 
40, Japanese statistics on this subject be­ 
ing wholly different from tiiose of Euro­ 
pean countries. 
At the date of the census 
there were 8,898 Japanese abroad, their 
distribution being as follows: Corea, 4,356; 
China, 2,068; 
America, 
817; 
Russia 
(mainly Eastern Siberia), 671; G reat B rit­ 
ain, 264; France, 161; Germany, 129; 
aud the remainder in other countries or 
on the sea.

A tiny ink bottle is set in the center of 
a silver knapsack. 
A bronze bear scrambling over a fence 
lias been made to do duty as an inkstand. 
The “ old oaken bucket,” with its pic­ 
turesque well-sweep attachment, is a favor­ 
ite dc-ign. 
A pear, made entirely of glass, is hand­ 
somely mounted in metal and has a space 
for holding ink where its core should be. 
Devotees of the national game will ap­ 
preciate an inkstand consisting of an ivory 
baseball, with the batter in bronze close 
at hand. 
An attractive novelty is a grinning 
clown in 
brass, with the head stuck 
through a hoop of the same material. The 
ink is disclosed by lifting his peaked cap. 
An appropriate desk ornament for a 
sporting man is a jockey cap in brass, with 
silver trimmings. 
It rests upon a couple 
of riding whips. 
The ink is hidden away 
under the topknot of the cap. 
A genuiue pearl shell makes a hand­ 
some bare upon which is placed an ink 
bottle of colored glass in combination with 
a drove of sheep, a flock of geese, or some 
similar ornaments in oxidized silver. 
For the girl who is afflicted with the 
yachting craze a nautical inkstand ishvall 
odds the proper caper. 
By turning a 
windlass once around the well is disclosed 
and a drawer opens containing pens or 
stamp*. 
The pretty hamlioo inkstands imported 
from Europe last season have nearly all 
been reproduced in this country in plush. 
They are so constructed that the perfume 
or odor bottles may be readily substituted 
for the ink well. 
Plush is cheaper than 
bamboo, but not nearly so serviceable. 
A pieaslng conceit for the library table 
is a clever representation of an open fire­ 
place. 
It is made of polished brass, and 
red mica is placed in the back to im itate 
the glow of a real fire. 
The handirons 
serve as a pen rack, and a small clock rests 
upon the mantel.

his annual report 
in November and December last he saw 
the need of knowing, as nearly as possible, 
the exact present population, that meas­ 
ures desired of Congress might better lie 
urged, and so lie set about securing the 
needed facts. 
Statistician R bodes, em­ 
ployed In the office in this district, was 
intrusted with the task. 
All county great 
registers fur recent elections were secured 
and overhauled, county books of statistics 
were examined carefully, and besides, cir­ 
culars asking for latest school census re­ 
ports were sent to all county School Super­ 
intendents. 
From these responses and 
from all other information accessible care­ 
ful estimates were made. 
The result was 
an estimated population December 
last, of 1,250,000.— Evening Bulletin.

A GREAT INDUSTRY AND SOME­ 


THING OF ITS PROCESSES. 


T he G reat Salt W ork s in M ich igan — 
In terestin g A ccou nt o f W ell- 
B orin g an d Salt-M aking. 


A Saginaw (M ichigan) correspondent of 
the Chicago Herald writes as follows upon 
the subject o f salt-wells and salt manu­ 
facture : 


W e have but little knowledge of the 
methods oí the American aborigines for 
obtaining salt. 
It seems most probable 
that they shared the ‘‘ licks,” or salt 
springs of the forest with the wild ani­ 
mals. From the m iddleof the seventeenth 
century, however, it is known that the In­ 
dians made salt at Syracuse, and in 17S8 
they sold the sprintrs to New York for 
$2,800. 
V irginia had salt-works in 1030, 
and in 16S9 the whites were making salt 
in South Caro ina. 
American salt is made 
now in New York, West Virginia, Ohio, 
California, Pennsylvania, Utah, Virginia, 
Louisiana, Kentucky, Illinois, Massachu­ 
setts and M ichigan; but in comparison 
with the product of New York and M ichi­ 
gan the quantity produced severally by 
the other i-tates is small. 
W hen the In­ 
dians sold out at Syracuse in 1788 they 
were producing -500 lmshels 
annually. 
From 1797 to 1871 Syracuse produced 
209,529,603 bushels of salt. 
The total 
output to present date is estimated in 
round numbers at 236,000,000 bushels. 
In 
twenty years Michigan has produced almut 
190,000,000 bushels of salt. 
The lirst well was sunk for salt at Sagi­ 
naw in 1859. 
A t a depth of 630 feet brine 
was found that showed 90 degrees on the 
salinometer, and on the 4th of July, 1860, 
the “ works” were thrown open to the in­ 
spection of the inhabitants. The first year 
saw 20,000 bushels made. 
Inside of six 
years there were sixty lirms engaged in 
m aking salt on the Saginaw and 100 “ salt 
blocks.” 
T he product had increased from 
20.000 bushels in 1860 to 2,039,985 bushels 
in 1866, and in ten years from the com­ 
mencement of the work it amounted to 
3,144,895 bushels. 
Between 1860 and 1866 not less than 
$200,000 were invested in the great salt 
scheme on the Saginaw, and men were 
bankrupted. 
T he 
original 
company, 
backed by Jesse H oyt, invested $300,000, 
and in 1SS4 it had shrunk 200 |>er cent. 
Another company planted $500,000 and 
subsequently 
was sold out for $65,000. 
One of the men who, in the enploy of Mr. 
H oyt, worked on the original well and 
works has assured me that he has seen salt 
sold on the premises for $3 per barrel, and 
yet he knew that it had cost more than 
that to make it. 
It is safe to say that 
prior to 1870 not a dollar was made in 
manufacturing salt in M ichigan because of 
the inexperience of the men engaged in 
the work and of the greed to get all the 
salt there was in the brine 
The brine as 
it comes from the earth on the Saginaw 
contains iron, which made the salt rusty, 
bromide of sodium that made it bitter, 
and gypsum that made it cake, and all of 
which made it practically useless, save as a 
fertilizer. 
In 1869 a law was enacted by the Legis­ 
lature making it compulsory that all salt 
manufactured in the State should be in­ 
spected. Such an enactment was procured. 
In this way the quality of the salt im­ 
proved so rapidly that it became apparent 
that it might now compete with other salt 
in the markets. 
The result was the M ich­ 
igan salt rapidly rose in the estimation of 
packers, and from a consumption of 36,571 
barrels in 1878 to 500,000 barrels in 1886. 
T he product of the State has increased 
from 568,620 barrels in 1870, the first year 
the salt was inspected under legislative 
enactment, to, in round numbers, 4,000,000 
barrels in 1887, and from one manufactory 
in 1860 to 136 firms operating 116 steam 
)an d twenty-four pan “ blocks,” m aking a 
total of 140 blocks, besides 4,500 solar salt 
“ covers,” the whole having a capacity of 
over 5,000,000 barrels a season. 
The State 
is divided into nine salt districts: Sagi­ 
naw, Bay, Huron, St. Clair, lost», M id­ 
land, Manistee, Mason and Gratiot coun­ 
ties, the first, Saginaw, producing about a 
m illion and a quarter barrels, and the last 
about 350 barrels annually. 
T he best place to see the work is on the 
Saginaw river, where within a distance of 
about twenty miles there are eighty-three 
firms making lumber, shingles and salt. 
T he stranger steam ing up the river in 
summer sees clustered alxmt every m ill 
from three to a dozen or more pyramidal 
towers rising from what appears to be a 
hu t or cabin to a hight of from fiity to 
seventy feet. 
These are sim ply the old 
derrick, so familiar to visitors among the 
Pennsylvania oil fields a quarter of a cen­ 
tury ago. 
The little house is the engine- 
room, in one end of which is the well and 
the tower is built over it to get room to in­ 
sert or remove the tools used in drilling 
the wells or the long “rods” used in pump­ 
ing the brine. 
The whole is covered in 
and generally painted an iron red. 
On 
the Saginaw these wells are front 700 to 
1.000 feet deep. 
In one well at Bay City 
the drills were worked down 2,800 feet, in 
hope of finding rock salt, but the enter­ 
prise was abandoned. 
At Marine City, on 
the St. Clair river, rock salt was found at 
1,700 feet, and at M anistee,on Lake M ichi­ 
gan, it was found at 2,100 feet. 
On the 
eastern shore of Lake Huron, as I have 
said, the same rock salt is found at from 
600 to 800 feet. 
In making a salt well it is necessary to 
keep out the surface water. To obtain this 
result a five or six-inch hole is made down 
to solid rock, on which a “ shoulder” is 
made, upon which rests the iron tubing or 
“casing.” 
Below that the hole is narrowed 
to three or four inches, and carries that 
size down to brine or salt. 
W here rock 
salt is the material at the bottom, fresh 
water is forced down from the surface. 
It 
dissolves the salt, loads itself with all it 
can take up, about 24 per cent., and by the 
same downward pressure of surface water 
flows into the “cisterns” through an inside 
pipe, as clear as distilled water. 
This is 
the method on the St. Clair. 
On the r-viginaw rock salt has never been 
found. 
Geologists say the valley is under­ 
laid with a howl-like depression of the old 
Devonian ocean-bed, and probably the 
rock salt i- there too, if only the drills are 
sent deep enough to find it. 
The Saginaw 
valley brine is liund in what is known to 
geology as the “ W averly Group,” being 
coarse, p u 
rock that seems to hold the 
brine as . q* ujc docs v.; 
W here dot's 
the brine come from V 
T ic rocks of this 
group crop out on the western shore of 
Huron, and doubtless under the la ke, 
where the vast body of fresh water passes 
down by percolation through the porous 
rock, comes in contact with the lower bed 
of rock salt, dissolves it, and is forced on 
and up until this “ salt rock” is filled with 
brine, and through breaks here and there 
is forced so near the surface that in fresh­ 
ets surface water comes in contact with it, 
and as the surface water falls the brine fol­ 
lows it up, on the principle of the syphon, 
and becomes a salt spring. 
A good well w ill yield from 400 to 600 
barrels of brine per day. 
But constant 
pumping w ill clog up the pores of the salt 
rock; produce constipation of the v eil, so 
to speak, and the yield falls to such an ex­ 
tent that it becomes necessary to remove 
the pump and administer a cathartic in 
the form of a uitro-glyeeriue torpedo. 
There are doctors who make a business of 
this. 
Carefully the dangerous medicine is 
lowered through the dark gullet to the 
bottom of the w ell. 
Then “ a messenger,” 
an iron weight, is sent down to explode it. 
A sue. essful explosion always results in an 
increased yield. 
The water, as it comes to 
the surface, em pties into huge cisterns 
built on trestles high enough to admit of 
draining them into the “ settlers ” inside 
o f the "salt block.” 
The brine is clear as 
pumped, hut as the air acts upon it the 
iron it contains in solution takes on a rust 
color. 
To get rid of the brine is “ lim ed ” 
in the is'erns. 
A wash of lim e is stirred 
into it, which precipitates the iron, and in 
a week the water stands perfectly and per­ 
manent!'' clear. 
Then it is drawn into 
oil or larg e cisterns in the block that are 
call'd settlers. 
These are fitted with four- 
inch galvanised iron pipes, through which 
a current of steam Hows, healing the w.uer 
to 175 
Fahrenheit. 
T his heating does 
two things. 
It throws down the gypsum 
which exists in the brine as a sulphide, 


and it evaporates the water, 75 per cent, of 
which must be thrown oil’ in vapor before 
crystallization takes place. But the reader 
will understand me better if I first show 
him a salt block. 
The one to which I have already re­ 
ferred as having a capacity of 225 barrels 
per day may lie described as follows: The 
“block” is 208 feet by 90, 40 feet high 
under the center, which includes the ven­ 
tilator running the entire length of the 
grainers, and 16 feet high in the [>osts. 
It 
contains two “settlers,” each 140 feet long, 
9 feet wide and 4 feet deep. 
As the cis­ 
terns outside are high enough to drain 
into the settlers, so the latter are high 
enough to drain into the “grainer,” of 
which there are four, each 150 feet long, 
10 feet wide and 18 inches deep. 
Through 
these also run galvanized four-inch steam 
pipes. 
To heat settlers and grainers there 
are 3,744 feet of such pipe, and other 
pipes connected with the works make a 
total of 9,000 feet. 
T he grainers stand 
about six or eight feet from the ground, 
and over their center runs a platform upon 
which the salt as “lifted” is left to drain 
before 
being 
dumped 
into 
the 
"bins,” of which there are about twenty. 
Connected with the bins are the “packing- 
rooms,” and adjoining the block is the 
shed,” 230x150 feet with a capacity of 
25,000 barrels of salt. 
Now let us go into the block again. The 
settlers are full. 
It is, say 8 o’clock A. M. 
The block is so full of steam that you will 
have to strain your vision to see the floor 
on which you walk and guard against 
misshape. 
Ti.e grainers are nearly empty 
of brine, but their bottoms are covered 
with the salt that has been quietly falling 
there for twenty-four hours under a heat 
of 185 degrees. 
Along each side of a 
grainer the gang of eight men is strung 
out each with his “ stent.” 
These men 
are naked to the waist, over the lower 
limbs are drawn old woolen drawers, red 
being a fancy color, and on the feet old 
shoes or boots with the legs cut away. 
Each man has a hoe and a shovel. 
W ith 
the one he pulls the salt from the center to 
the side of the grainer and with the other 
“ lifts” it upon the aforesaid platform. On 
every man perspiration stands in great 
beads or trickles down his skin in tiny 
streams. 
N o need of Turkish baths for 
these fellow s! 
They are as clean, solid 
and hardy as well trained athletes. 
Once 1 saw one of these lifters slip and 
plunge one leg into the grainer where the 
water stood at 185 degrees. 
There wras no 
seream or oath. 
H e was out in an instant, 
out when his drawers were drawn oft' the 
skin peeled from his leg as you’ve seen it 
roll off a new potato. 
W hen the salt is lifted the residue of 
brine is drained out, perhaps twice a 
week. 
W hy ? 
Because the bromide of 
sodium (I believe that’s right) evades cap­ 
ture as long as possible; or perhaps the 
chlorine and sodium atoms won’t allow it 
to come into their embrace as long as there 
is water enough left for them to crowd it 
beneath them, and hence it collects in the 
bottom of the grainer and if the brine is 
crystallized to the bottom, the bromide 
must he taken in and that spoils the salt, 
gives it that disagreeable bitter taste you 
sometimes observe in salt or strong brine. 
The salt lifted, the grainers are refilled 
with brine from the settlers, its temper­ 
ature raised to 185 degrees, and in a short 
tim e you will see a film forming over the 
surface of the saturated brine. 
That is 
salt. 
Watch it a few moments and you 
w ill see this film break to pieces and take 
a “header” down below. 
So the process 
goes on for twenty-four hours when the 
lifting operation i- repeated, and so from 
day to day through the season. 
By 11 o’clock the men have wheeled the 
salt to bins and there settles over the 
graining room a silence as profound as 
that which must have brooded over the 
abyss of nothingness ere it was said there 
should be light. 
Yet in that silence goes 
on unceasingly from hour to hour a mys­ 
tery as wunderful, as beautiful, as divine 
as is seen in the evolution or dissipation of 
a world. 
The heat unfolds the wings, as 
it were, of the molecules of water and 
they rise through the air, but the sodium 
is too heavy, too earthy, and cannot soar. 
H aving got the mitten, as it were, it turns 
to the atoms of chlorine hanging round. 
They embrace and materialize in tiny 
crystal cubes. 
Undisturbed, their uuion 
would remain forever. 
But they are sus­ 
ceptible to many possible environments, 
their chief enemy being moisture. 
It 
takes but a moiety of that to tear the 
union of the chlorine 
and sodium to 
pieces, and that operation is performed bv 
you every tim e you shake your salt-cellar 
over vour steak. 


POULTRY. 


COWBOY FUN. 


U seful. P ra c tic a l H io ts—H ow a n d W h en 
to F e e d Y oung C h ick s. 
Ten days after females have been cooped 
or placed in a yard with a mate bird, the 
eggs will hatch true to the mating. 
To 
change a male, the fourth egg laid after 
the change will be the progeny of the new 
male used. Take the male bird away from 
the hens and the eggs w ill hatch that are 
laid during the next ten days, which is as 
long as the life germs,imparted by the male, 
retain their vitality. 
The purity of one 
bird is not injured for breeding purposes 
by being bred to another of a different 
breed. 
' The best tonic and preventive of poultry 
diseases is as follow s: To one gallon of 
pure water add from fifteen to twenty 
drops of tincture of iron and two or three 
drops of aconite. 
Stir and m ix well be­ 
fore putting into the drinking vessels. 
I 
use this all the year round, and always 
have a healthy flock of birds. 
The iron 
strengthens the blood, while the aconite 
prevents and allays feverishness. 
Care 
must be taken not to get too much aconite 
into this mixture. 
The eggs laid by two or three-year-old 
hens which are mated to a cock of the 
same age, will hatch a greater proportion 
of pullets than any other mating. 
If a 
cockerel one year old is mated to females, 
the result generally is just the reverse, 
some hatches showing as high as sixtv per 
cent, of males. 
The first batch of eggs laid by hens in 
the spring is generally the best for hatch- 
icg purposes. 
Pullets should be allowed 
to lay eight or ten eggs for the pan before 
saving them for hatching. 
After a hen has laid, say twenty-five to 
thirty-five eggs in succession, the system 
liecomes too much enfeebled, and the last 
laid eggs w ill often be found lacking in 
vitality. 
A great error is made by amateurs in 
feeding chicks a few days old too much 
wet cornmeal. 
For the first few days feed, 
bread soaked in milk, or hard boiled eggs, 
crumbled up fine, is the best. 
Oatmeal 
stirred with lukewarm water is much bet­ 
ter than cornmeal, which is entirely too 
heating, and is the cause of losing a great 
many chicks. 
W hen chicks are three days old begin 
to feed m illet. 
Hungarian grass or other 
small seeds, and finally cracked com at 
night. 
They should be fed at least four 
or five times daily, not too much at a time, 
but just as much as they will eat without 
leaving any feed lay. 
I f mother hen and her brood are kept 
in the same box or barrel that was used 
for a hatching place, he sure to burn up 
the old hay, supply new, fine hay or straw, 
and sprinkle liberally with sulphur, or 
what is better, Dalmatian Insect Powder. 
Do not put a lot of lard and sulphur under 
the mother hen’s wings, as the chicks are 
very liable to get it into their eyes while 
being hovered.— Henry T u rd : in the Cin­ 
cinnati Commercial Gazette.

W hile the head men are gathered in a 
little knot, planning out the work, the 
others are dispersed over the plain in 
everv direction, racing, breaking rough 
horses, or sim ply larking with one another. 
If a man has an especially bad horse, he 
usually takes such an opportunity, when 
he has plenty of time, to ride him; and 
w hile saddling lie is surrounded by a 
crowd of most unsympathetic associates, 
who greet with 
uproarous mirth any 
misadventure. 
A 
man 
on 
a 
buck­ 
ing 
horse 
is 
always 
considered 
fair 
game, every squeal and jump of the 
bronco being hailed with cheers of de­ 
lighted irony for the rider and shouts to 
“ stay with him.” 
The antics of a vicious 
bronco show infinite variety of detail, but 
all are modeled on one general plan. W hen 
the rope settles round his neck the fight 
begins, and it is only after much plung­ 
ing and snorting that a twist is taken 
over his nose, or else a haekaraorc— a spe­ 
cies of severe halter, usually made of 
plaited hair—slipped on his head. W hile 
being bridled he strikes viciously with his 
fore feet, and perhaps he has to be blind­ 
folded or thrown down, and to eet a sad­ 
dle on him is quite as difficult. 
W hen 
saddled he may get rid of his exuberant 
spirits by bucking under the saddle, or 
may reserve all his energies for the rider. 
In the iast case the man, keeping tight 
hold with his left hand of the check-strap, 
so as to prevent the horse from get­ 
ting 
his 
head 
down 
until 
he 
is 
fairly 
seated, 
swings 
him self quickly 
into 
the 
saddle. 
Then 
up 
rises the 
bronco’s back into an arch, iiis head, the 
j ears laid straight back, goes down between 
! his fore feet, and, squealing savagely, he 
| makes a succession of rapid.\stifT-legccd, 
[jarring 
bounds. 
Sometimes 
he 
is 
a 
“ plunging” bucker, who runs forward all 
the time while bucking; or he may buck 
steadily in one place, or “ sunfish ”— that 
) is, bring first one shoulder down almost to 
j the ground and then the other— or else lie 
I may change ends while in the air. 
A 
first-class rider w ill sit throughout it all 
without moving from the saddle, quirting 
his horse all the time, though his iiat may 
be jarred off his head and his revolver out 
of its sheath. 
After a few jumps, however, 
the average man grasps hold of the horn 
of the saddle— the delighted onlookers 
meanwhile earnestly advising him not to 
“ go to leather ”— and is contented to get 
through the affair in any shape, provided 
he can escape without being thrown off. 
An accident is of necessity borne with a 
broad grin, as any attempt to resent the 
raillery of the bystanders—which is per­ 
fectly goodhumored, would he apt to result 
disastrously. 


A N TIQ U ITIES OF IR ELA N D . 


T h e H alf-M ythical T radition o f th e Couuty 
M eath—T he D ow th M ound. 
Among the most interesting monuments 
of prehistoric pagan times in Ireland, says 
the London Nev.is, are those found on and 
near the hanks of the river Boyne, in the 
county of Meath, a few miles west of Drog­ 
heda. 
Here was a cemetery of some of 
the princes and chieftains of Erin at a 
period to which no certain date can be 
ascribed, hut to which may he referred the 
half-m ythical traditions oi' the Tuatha-de- 
Danan, the fair haired race of stratigers, 
valiant horsemen, singers and harpers, and 
magicians, who are supposed to have con­ 
quered some part of the island, and to 
have established their king’s throne on the 
hill of Tara. 
Of their protracted wars 
against the Fomorians and the Firbolgs, 
whoever those invaders were; of the Fo- 
morian K ing Balor, who had one eye in 
the middle of the forehead and another in 
the back of the head which could kill men 
at a glance; and of Nuada Airgeat Lamb, 
the king with a silver hand, made to re­ 
place his hand lost at the battle of Moy- 
tura, the lovers of romantic fables may 
read at their pleasure. It is probable that 
Meath was, in a very remote age, the abode 
of a warlike people, who gained a consid­ 
erable ascendency over the tribes of the 
adjacent parts of Ireland, and whose K ing 
may sometimes have been the head of a 
Federal League to resist the incursions of 
the Danes and Norsemen. 
The sepulchral mounds, cairns, or bur­ 
rows in the neighborhood of Dowth and 
Newgrange, associated with the names of 
K ing Dubbath and 
Achad Aldai 
(the 
name of “ D ow th” being a corruption of 
“ Dubbath” in the opinion of Celtic schol­ 
ars) were examined by members of the 
Koval Irish Academy forty years age. The 
Dowth mound is an immense pile of small 
bowlder stones, in the interior of which 
are chambers anil passages constructed of 
very large blocks of stone rudely laid to­ 
gether in the “dolmen” fashion of Brittany 
anil other 
Celtic 
exam ples; 
the first 
chamber formed in the shape of a cross 
(though certainly not of Christian design), 
contained a broken stone coffin, with a few 
bronze or iron ornaments and half-burnt 
human bones. 
A passage twenty-seven 
feet long conducts to a series of small 
crypts, and to a square chamber, the stones 
of which are sculptured with a varietv of 
decorative, perhaps symbolical, patterns 
and devices. 
The more important of these 
have engaged the study of antiquarians 
with a view to ascertain their possible sig­ 
nificance. 
They appear in the greatest 
richness and 
com plexity on the huge 
stones of the interior of the great sepul­ 
chral monument 
at 
Newgrange; 
the 
carvings are of wonderful diversity— cir­ 
cles, spirals, zig-zag, indentations, lozen­ 
ges, and lines and dots, which some think 
to be a form of writing.

W hen each of the maskers has eaten and 
filled a bowl or two with delicacies to take 
home, they indulge in a pantomime and 
gesture play of a highly grotesque charac­ 
ter.

In Delaware county, New York, there is 
a brook that is about perfection fur trout, 
and, were it not for the many natural safe­ 
guards which surround it, it never could 
have withstood the continuous and out­ 
rageous abuse it has undergone each spring 
for several years past, and have any fish 
left. 
I remember when in an hour's "cast­ 
ing one could almost fill a 12-pound creel 
with fish that would average nearly three- 
quarters of a pound, but now nothing but 
fingerlings are to be had. 
This is how 
the end has been attained: 
As hut a 
small proportion of the inhabitants living 
on or near a stream of this kind are in anv 
way so fixed that they can accommodate 
strangers for any length of tim e in even 
ordinary comfort, it naturally falls to the 
lot of these few to entertain the angler 
when lie comes their way. 
They immedi­ 
ately become the envy of those whose 
worldly goods do not oiler the same ad­ 
vantages, and the result is that a dog-in- 
the-manger feeling prevails. 
Visitors suf­ 
fer ill consequence. 
Now, the moment the 
law is up the disappointed ones go to the 
stream and catch everything they can, and 
in any manner that best serves their pur­ 
pose, so that in a couple of days there is 
hardly a trout to be had worth saving. 
This method of destruction is practiced in 
order to prevent those city cha [is from hav­ 
ing anv sport, and consequently they debar 
their better-circumstanced neighbors from 
getting the dollars from those chaps in the 
future. 
Their success is generally com­ 
plete, and as the size of the catch Ls only 
lim ited by the immediate supply, they 
have a pleasant and inexpensive way of 
getting square.— Forest and Stream. 
' 


T he Orbit» o f A erolite». 
Professor II. A . Newton, in discussing 
the orbits of aerolites, presented the re­ 
sults of the observations and study of a 
great number of meteors. 
W ithout fol­ 
lowing his line of argument, which was a 
very able one, his principal conclusion 
may be given, which is that the aerolites 
arc moving in direct and not in retrograde 
orbits; that is, they move in the same 
general direction as the earth, and not in 
an opposite direction. 
The fact that the 
earth does not meet as many as it over­ 
takes is one of his reasons for this conclu­ 
sion. 
A t the same tim e lie admitted that 
there may be two reasons why fewer 
meteors met by the earth should be ob­ 
served, besides their actual comparative 
number: First, they may move with such 
velocity that few reach the earth; and, 
second, they may fall when 
men aré 
asleep and not abroad— that is, in the 
morning hours. 
The first of these points 
he did not discuss; but of the second he 
said that of ninety-four observed aerolites 
that reached the earth, and whose zenith 
is known only at the instant they fall, 
more appeared in the afternoon than in 
the forenoon, seven-eighths of them in the 
daylight. 
Of the meteorites which we 
have in our cabinets, he said, and which 
have been seen to fall, hv far the greater 
part have co n e from stones that were fol­ 
lowing the earth, and not moving in oppo­ 
site directions.—Science. 


A R ain b ow by M oouligbt. 
It was on the 16th of October, 1886, that, 
rising at an unusually early hour (about 4 
o'clock), as a member of the family wished 
to make an early start to a neighboring 
city, I chanced to glance out of the open 
doorway, when I beheld a scene which 
held me spellbound with wonder and ad­ 
miration, and which will remain indelibly 
stamped upon my memory so long as mem­ 
ory lasts. 
The splendid harvest moon, with its at­ 
tendant stars, was slowly descending to­ 
ward the western horizon; dark clouds 
filled the eastern sky, from which a bright 
mist was falling, while over the shimmer­ 
ing river, and towering high above the 
dark wooded hills, until its apex rested 
among and illuminated the very clouds 
above, a magnificent arch had been erected 
— a rainbow, clear and distinct, yet with 
colors infinitely more soft and beautiful 
than any seen by the light of day. 
The entrancing beauty of the scene held 
me spellbound, as it were, till at length 
realizing that 1 was selfish in my enjoy­ 
ment, 1 aroused the sleeping household, 
that they might witness a scene the weird 
splendor of which it Ls impossible to de­ 
scribe, and which I cannot hope to ever see 
again.— Forest and Stream.

AMONG TH E E SQ U IM A U X . 


F estiv ities C eleb ra t'd by th e N orthern 
In h ab itan ts o f Our C ontinent. 
A ll the Esquimaux are superstitious 
about death, says Chambers' Journal, and. 
although they hold festivals in memory of 
departed friends, they will generally carry 
a dying person to some, abandoned hut to 
drag out his days in hunger and neglect. 
After the death of a husband or wife the 
survivor— among the coast trilies, at any 
rate— cuts the front hair and fasts for 
twenty days. 
The festivals are often held 
in a sort of common hall i-alled the kashga, 
which Ls built of (lie same pattern as the 
semi-subterranean winter houses, but it is 
often as large as sixty feet square and 
twenty or thirty feet high. 
The kashga 
also serves for other purposes. 
It is used 
for the public batli: for the deliberations 
of the council of elders in communal ques­ 
tions ; for the preparation of skins and the 
manufacture ot sleds : for the reception of 
visitors, and for tin- ieeping-place of males 
who have uot huts of their own, 
The fes­ 
tivals consist of singing and dancing of a , 
prim itive character, and then 
gorgin g! 
with fish and bluober, with the additional 
luxury of melted reindeer fat when it can 
be procured. 
A ll the food, both flesh and 
fish, goes through some process of cooking 
before being eaten, although the “ h igh er” 
it is the more it is appreciated. 
The tribes of Norton Sound hold a festi­ 
val every year in ( Ictober and November 
in memory of deceased kinsman, and 
Petroíi thus describes the performances: 
At sunset the men assemble in the kashga, 
and, after a hurried bath, ornament each 
other by tracing various figures ou the 
naked hack with a m ixture of oil and 
charcoal. 
Two bovs, who for this occasion 
are respectfully named the raven and the 
hawk, are in attendance m ixing the paint, 
etc. 
Finally the faces also are thickly 
smeared; and then the females are sum­ 
moned into the kashga. 
After a brief 
lajvse of time a noise is heard, shrieks and 
yells, snorting and roaring; and the dis­ 
guised men, emerging from the flre-hole. 
show their heads above the floor, blowing 
and puffing like seals. 
It is impossible to 
distinguish any complete human figure, as 
some are crawling with their feet foremost, 
others running on their hands and feet.while 
the head of another is seen protruding be­ 
tween the legs of a companion. 
They ail 
cling together and move in concert like 
one immense snake. 
A number of men 
wear masks representing the head ot ani­ 
mals, and the unsightly 
beings advance 
upon women, who have no means of escap­ 
ing molestation except by buying oil the 
actors with prese ts. 
Knowing what was 
before them, they have brought the kan- 
tags, or wooden bowls, full of delicious 
morsels— beluga blubber, walrus meat,

MISCARRIAGES OF JUSTICE. 


or the agencies that enroll juries. 


EMPLOYMENT FOB GIBLS. 


Judge George C. Barrett, of New York, 
before whom the “ Boodle ” Aldermen 
were tried, is the most recent essayist upon 
the much-discussed subject of “ Miscarri­ 
ages of Justice.” 
He points out what is 
too often lost sight of, that because some 
legal incident happens to result disappoint­ 
ingly to the popular sense of abstract right 
it Ls denounced unthinkingly as a miscar­ 
riage of justice. 
Unquestionably there is 
much failure to discriminate between ap­ 
parent and imaginary failure of the laws 
and Courts to do justice between men. 
The essayist attributes this to our inability 
to excuse that part of human machinery 
we call the Courts, when they fail to satisfy 
our spasmodic indignation. That is to say, 
the law is for time and all men; there 
arise cases, however, where its conserva­ 
tism prevents the application of such chas­ 
tisement as the circumstances would really 
justify. 
The very best wc can do, is to cultivate 
the idea of an independent and elevated 
judiciary, and to make our laws as nearly 
adequate to all human needs as is possible 
by calling to law-making the best intelli­ 
gence, and to keep in inind that even then 
the laws cannot he wholly so, nor can their 
administration always be satisfactory. As 
a matter of fact, resort to the remedies of 
the law is easier and cheaper in this coun­ 
try than in any other, and the miscarriages 
of justice are very few in the cases in 
which substantial justice is done. 
Is it 
not a fact, after all, that the American 
public is too ready to judge the whole 
course of judicial procedure by abnormal 
and infrequent cases? Judge Barrett cites 
ihe fact that in his own State the appelate 
Court may on some one day hand down 
one hundred cases, in which there are forty 
reversals of the judgments given below. 
The cry is then very apt to go up that 
here were forty erroneous judgments, testi 
fying to miscarriages of justice. 
But 
in 
fact 
the 
hundred 
cases decided 
probably represent four or five hundred 
other contemporaneous eases that were 
tried, in which justice was so well ad­ 
ministered that the idea of an appeal was 
not even entertained by the defeated party. 
However it may be in New York, the im­ 
mediate field Judge Barrett considers, in 
California the chief grounds of complaint 
against our laws and Courts are want of 
certainty and dilatoriness. 
For the first 
there is no remedy except wisdom in law­ 
making, and the placing and fixing in 
permanency upon the bench the best order 
of legal talent, making it independent, and 
the betterment of the jury lists; for the 
second the increase of the working force. 
This last has not kept pace with the 
litigious character of our people. It is use­ 
less to talk of discouraging litigation by 
making it more costly; that is intolerable 
to the American sense; or of rendering 
the Courts more difficult of access, for that 
is contrary to the genius of our institu­ 
tions. 


Judge Barrett has a word to say in de- 
fen-e of jurors, ujion whom he thinks much 
unjust reproach is heaped. Citizens « m- 
poiing them do not volunteer their s i v­ 
ices, nor are their wills consulted, or .lie 
interests involved in being detained from 
their ve, ations taken into account. Thus 
situated they render verdicts, but the pub­ 
lic, if d api mated, lays the blame at the 
do. r o! tiie jury-rooui. It ought to inquire 
into tiie fir ts of the presentation ot the 
cast, tiie clearness of the prosecutor, or 
the blundering of the defense, the color or 
impartiality of the charge of the Court, or 
the one-sidedness with which a case may 
Lave been put before the panel. He sub­ 
mits that it is hard enough for twelve 
strong men in this enlightened age to agree 
upon any debatable subject, for there never 
was a period wheu opinions were so varied 
and so firmly held. 
He would have the 
two-thirds rule prevail in the jury-box, the 
judicial approval in evenly balanced cases, 
operating as a wholesome check and bal­ 
ance «¡ion the contending sides, the ma­ 
jority and minority. J udge Barrett's view 
of the subject is that the miscarriages of 
justice are the exceptions, but that these 
must be reduced to a lower minimum; 
that genuine and enduring reform will 
result only from enlightened public opin­ 
ion. and that this will fiud its highest ex­ 
pression in “ an able, upright and vigilant 
press.” 


In the first conclusion he is unques­ 
tionably wise, and it accords with the truth; 
in the second, he is also sound of view, but 
that the press has been, or is yet such an 
aid to rapid enlightenment iqiou the sub­ 
ject as it might be, is not true. 
It does 
not, in most cases present the facts in cases 
of miscarriage of justice in that impressive 
and calm manner that is essential to carry 
conviction. 
In cases of failure of justice, 
its habit has beeu in the main to deal with 
the facts practically, and to use them as 
appeals to passions and prejudices, and to 
criticise the laws and the Courts in a 
spirit of suspicion that looks iq>on every | 
case of that character as the result o f: 
chicane and venality. 
But there is steady j 
improvement going on in this matter; the ; 
debate of the question and of sj>eeific cases 1 
is growing less vituperative, and remedies 
for the law’s uncertainty and delav are 
presented and discussed with more of the 
coolness that must be maintained in con­ 
sidering such important questions, if any 
hope of reform is to be entertained. We 
believe with the essayist, that the time is 
not far distant when the rule of unanimitv 
of the jury will be greatly modified, and 
the method of choosing

upon, and these reforms will lie the result 
of temperate debate of the need for them 
W e go further than the essayist indieates 
his thought to have carried him, and be­ 
lieve tiiat the sense of the people will be 
m inifest at no very distant day in such 
modification of our system as will call to 
the bench the loftiest legal ability by re­ 
wards comnun .'.¡rule with its importance, 
and in permanency upon the bench that can 
be disturbed only by incapacity, misbe­ 
havior or death.

A writer in the Century magazine has 
courage to utter this incontrovertible bit of 
wisdom that ought to sink deep into the 
American heart—“ it is the refinement of 
cruelty to educate girls in the aimless 
fashion of to-day.” The boy is trained to 
look forward to some useful vocation and 
honorable career, for the girl oftenest there 
is no fixed purpose in life except, mar­ 
riage. When the women by reverse of 
fortune are thrown upon their own re­ 
sources the great majority find themselves 
untrained to the self-helpfulness that a 
reward-winning, honorable vocation as­ 
sures. The question “ What shall I do to 
make money for my necessities?” may 
present itself to every woman. The re­ 
course of the widow, the orphaned daugh­ 
ter, the wife with a dependent family is in 
nine c;ises out of ten toil of the severest 
character and meanest reward. The one 
vocation of all others that pays best and 
is most independent, is that most avoided 
by American working women—domestic 
service. As the Century writer well says : 
“ Domestic servants are well off in Amer­ 
ica ; 
they 
are 
the most independ­ 
ent 
class 
of 
women-workers. 
The 
great army of shop girls, factory girls, sew­ 
ing girls, those engaged in trades of all 
kinds, may congratulate themselves upon 
their comparatively happy lot. 
Thev 
often look with envy upon those who, they 
fancy, are better off than themselves. Let 
them cultivate a spirit of contentment. 
There are trials—bitter, hitter trials—in 
the lives of some of those they are foolish 
enough to envy, of which they know 
nothing. There are miseries of which 
they never dream.” 
In California we are rapidly approach­ 
ing the day when we will be put face to 
face with the question of supplyirg the 
demand for domestic service. The Chinese 
domestic is to be eliminated from our 
system. 
It will be but a brief time before 
he will be known in the households of 
California only in memory. 
His place 
ought to be taken by American labor- 
taught girls. 
Any fairly intelligent girl 
can, in a year or two of time, be brought to a 
high degree of skill in house-keeping. 
It 
will serve her when she Ls compelled to 
earn her own living, and serve her letter 
still when the mistress of her own house­ 
hold. There is only one real barrier between 
the American working woman and do­ 
mestic service, and that is a false estimate 
of the character of the labor. 
The idea 
prevails that it is below the grade of the 
shop girl, typewriter, telegrapher, sewing 
girl, etc., when in fact domestic service in 
its independence and character is superior 
to them all. 
It Ls the least dependent, 
the best rewarded, the least trying to 
health, and the best adapted to a vigorous 
woman. The farmers’ daughters, the girls 
who come of families in which the labor 
of each member from earliest ability was 
a necessity, understood this well at the 
East a few years ago, and in the West 
still do. 
It is there more honorable for 
the daughter to go out to service than to 
measure tape behind a counter, more so 
than to serve under a tyrannous task­ 
master in a factory, or to bend for weary 
hours over a sewing machine in the cheer­ 
less loft of some cheap clothing establish­ 
ment. 
We do not lose sight of the fact that 
there are very many domestic circles 
where the knowledge of how to treat the 
working woman is woefully sm all; house 
mistresses who are more tyrannous and ex­ 
acting than Shahs of Persia, and who make 
their domestic help feel that a dog’s life is 
to be envied by them. 
But with the 
American working girl in sc -ice this 
class would lie brought to a bet :er appre­ 
ciation of the relations of employer and 
employe. These petty hearthstone tyrants, 
che product of the system that crowded 
the American girl from the service she 
once controlled, will themselves come 
into harmony with the better system when 
society, as it probably will, decrees its re­ 
establishment. 
When working women re­ 
turn, as they may, to domestic service, they 
will be able to avoid these first-named self­ 
sufficient people, better than they now can 
avoid the latter class. 
There are tens of thousands of house­ 
holds where competent, indejiendent, mod­ 
est and willing working girls can secure 
employment, and find in service the re­ 
ward not only measured by coin, but 
by recognition of the honorableness of 
labor; tens of thousands of homes where 
the working women will find kindness, 
consideration, discipline and comfort. Out 
of such homes willing workers will go 
with money saved, the happiness that 
springs from congenial occupation, and the 
independence co-equal with honorable, use­ 
ful labor so capitalized by skill that it can 
suffer no bankruptcy. 


have double names. Of the twenty-seven 
Lieutenant-Governors, 
twenty-six have 
two names. Of the 9S0 names of distin­ 
guished poets, authors, philosophers, clergy­ 
men, statesmen and literary lights of many 
centuries quoted in Hoyt & Ward’s admir­ 
able encyclopedia, 62-5 had two or more 
given names. Of nearly three hundred 
men and women distinguished in Amer­ 
ican literature, treated in C. F. Kieh- 
ardscn’s work (the latest on American lit­ 
erature), the division is even between 
double and single names. 
This sort of pleasantry might be con­ 
tinued indefinitely. Statistics in such a 
matter are scarcely valuable enough to be 
amusing. Reviews are hard pressed when 
they yield space to even brief articles on 
such speculations. 


A MATTES OF NAMES. 


A writer in an Eastern review who be­ 
lieves not only that there is something in 
a name, but a very great deal, urges 
the people to cease giving middle names 
to their children. 
He finds that individ­ 
ual greatness and worth in America has 
been represented largely by those who had 
no middle names. Thus, of the fifty-three 
signers of the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence only three had more than one name. 
In the first American commercial conven­ 
tion not a solitary delegate had a middle 
name. In the convention of 1787 to re­ 
vise the Constitution, of 
the fifty-six 
delegates fifty-one had hut one name. Of 
the forty-eight signers of the Articles of 
Confederation only four had two ‘‘given” 
names. Of the thirty-six Speakers of the 
Iiou-e in the first half of the century only 
twelve had middle names. Of the five 
Chief J ustices in the same period, none 
had middle names, and of thirty-one Asso­ 
ciate Justices in that time only five had 
more than one name. Of the eighteen 
Secretaries of State only two had middle 
names. Of eighteen Secretaries of the 
the Treasury only eight, of the twenty-six 
Secretaries of War only nine, and of the 
twenty-one Secretaries of the Navy hut 
eight had middle names. We have had 
twenty-two Presidents and fifteen of them, 
had no middle name given them at birth 
Of five Senators who became President 
only one was doubly named. This is 
amusing but is really not an ingenious de­ 
vice to discourage double naming and im­ 
press pe pie with the suspicion that there 
may be som ■ “ subtle forces directing the 
fate of men,” and that “ a name bestowed 
upon the helpless infant may produce ef­ 
fects ” marring the career of the man.

MB. ARNOLD'S LAÍE3T CEITIC. 


General James B. Fry, in the North 
American Reviere, takes the criticism of 
Mathew Arnold to task that America is 
given to excess of self-glorification, and is 
in danger from¡self-deception. General Fry 
believes our self-glorification is more an­ 
noying to others that dangerous to our­ 
selves. That is probably true, but it does 
not answer Mr. Arnold’s criticism. That 
Americans self-glorify beyond reason is not 
an idle charge, and the disposition to do so 
is not helpful to any people. If by our 
boasting we only annoy others, still no 
good is conserved. 
It neither gives us 
greater importance than our merits de­ 
mand, nor does it awaken esteem for us 
among our critics. On the contrary, it 
tends to make us ridiculous, and therefore 
to lower America in foreign estimation. It 
is better that others should discover our 
good qualities, than that we should parade 
them upon the highway and solicit atten­ 
tion to them. Worth and strength never 
fail to command respect in the individual, 
and it is equally as true of nations. 
The truth is, that Americans are a lioast- 
ful class. The immensity of our territory; 
the variety and grandeur of natural ob­ 
jects in America; the marvelous resources 
and growth of the nation: the amazing 
advance of invention with u s; the aston­ 
ishing development of wealth ; our un­ 
paralleled independence and opportunities 
for individuals under free institutions; our 
successes in war, and the demonstrated 
capacity of the Union to withstand in­ 
ternal disrupting agencies ; the freedom of 
speech and press, and the wonderful elas­ 
ticity and self-preservative qualities of our 
political system ; the phenomenal growth 
of railroads; tiie immensity of our agri­ 
culture ; the devotion of the people to 
educational causes—these are things of 
which we have a right to he proud, and of 
which we may honestly boast. But we 
understand Mr. Arnold to have condemned 
the excess, not the normal of manifesta­ 
tions of pride. That Americans indulge 
in this excess we think will not be denied 
seriously by those who reflect upon Amer­ 
ican characteristics. 
As to whether we are in danger from 
self-deception, is a distinct question. 
Mr. 
Arnold says in “ the predominance of the 
common and ignoble ” is our chief danger, 
liecau.se they are the enemies of human 
nature. 
But General Fry answers this 
conclusively when he declares that while 
the application of the axiom to a country 
whose political institutions and social laws 
provide for the survival of the unfittest 
may be proper, it cannot be applied with 
justice to a system where distinction and 
predominance flow only from merit. This 
is the one and only meaty and weighty 
argument made by General Fry, whose at­ 
tempts at wit hv contortion of words and 
at satire by indulgence in italics, are any­ 
thing but creditable in a criticism of such 
a thinker as was Mathew Arnold. 
Does 
not General Fry illustrate by his acrimony 
and his often rude thrusts at the essayist, 
that the charge Arnold laid against us has 
much of force? 
But, returning to the one sound retort 
by the essayist; he should have carried 
his response into analysis, and have proved 
that it is absolutely and in specific detail 
true. That while the sudden acquisition 
of wealth by the ignorant gives them a 
seeming prominence 
in social realms; 
while political chicane frequently appears 
to project the undeserving and ignoble 
into public prominence; 
while brazen 
effrontery and vulgar pretension often do 
temporarily exalt, yet, in fact, the Ameri­ 
can social system in the totality of results 
sifts out the chaff 
It recognizes and 
gives predominance and distinction to the 
merit of brain, the deserving of industrv, 
the worth of business ability, and the fit­ 
ness of scholarship and genuine refine­ 
ment. 


THE LAST OF THE BISON. 


A recent dispatch to the 
R ecord- 
U n io s gave details of an expedition to 
Southwestern Texas, organized by the Chi­ 
cago Times, to capture what is supposed to 
be the last band of the American bison, 
commonly called the búllalo. It is com­ 
paratively but a few years ago when count­ 
less thousands of the animal roamed the 
great plains, their immense herds often 
becoming sources of danger to emigrant 
trains. It did not, twenty years ago, seem 
possible that these animals would be driven 
back by advancing civilization until but 
such an insignificant number as but a few 
dozen of them remained. But the fact is 
that so rapid has been the march of settle­ 
ment across the continent, and so relent­ 
less the hunt for the buffalo, that it is 
even thus early a question whether the 
remnant of the bison herds can be found 
at all. 
The expedition is to he under the direc­ 
tion of a once factions bison hunter, popu­ 
larly known as “ Buffalo” Jones, who has 
amassed wealth and become more recently 
known as the founder of the “ boom city,” 
Wichita, Kas. The purpose of the expe­ 
dition is not to kill the few remaining rep­ 
resentatives of this particularly American 
animal, and the hunting of which has been 
the key-note for so many romances of 
Western life, but to take the little band 
and endeavor to prevent total extinction 
of the bison family. An interesting feat­ 
ure of the expedition-—though the idea is 
by no means new—is to send back reports j 
from the expedition by carrier-pigeons.1 
It is certain that the projectors of the ex- I 
pedition are in error in supposing that [ 
the

ago last winter 
an 
expedition was 
sent into the Yellowstone 
Park

gion by the Forest and Stream Company, 
and still another nenetrated the same 


years ago Buffalo Jones led a party of 
hunters into western Texas in search of 
the same band the Chicago Times expedi­ 
tion is now seeking. The hunters met 
with many hardships, but with very few 
buffaloes. They succeeded, however, in 
capturing a few calves, which Jones was to 
keep on his Kansas farm, but no results of 
the experiment have been yet reported. 
It is improbable that the avaricious liide- 
hunters have spared the few head of bison 
that were seen by the expedition of three 
years ago, and the chances that the Timed' 
pigeons will bring us news of the discovery 
and capture of buffaloes are very remote, 
except the returns are “doctored.” 
The 
enterprise of the Chicago paper in organ­ 
izing the expedition, and bearing the 
heavy cost it involves is praiseworthy, and 
even if the buffalo are not found the search 
for them will not be valueless if the repre­ 
sentatives of the Times are intelligent ob­ 
servers. 


In the North American Review for May 
Mr. Gladstone replies to Colonel Iugersoll 
on “ Christianity.” 
If Ingersoll is the 
most brilliant of orators in America, Glad­ 
stone is the most conspicuous of figures in 
England. As a scholar he is greatly the 
superior of Ingersoll, and as a reasoner the 
latter cannot rise to his level. Colonel 
Ingersoll gives zest and edge to his argu­ 
ment by flashing wit 
and 
sparkling 
humor. Mr. Gladstone never thinks of 
invoking either as aids to the profundity 
and earnestness of his expressions. The 
reply of the English statesman is protest­ 
ing rather than critical and argumentative, 
a form of answer he has not been accus­ 
tomed to use. Mr. Gladstone protests 
that Colonel Ingersoll is faulty in the 
method of debate that he adopts; that it is 
wanting in gravity and solemnity. Beyond 
these objections to Mr. Ingersoll’s method, 
and the great Englishman’s brief assertion 
of belief that Darwinism is not. of necessity 
in opposition to the generally accepted in­ 
terpretations of the Bible, there is really 
not much of reply in Mr. Gladstone’s 
paper. This is to be regretted, since it 
was expected that its author would devote 
himself to the subject matter, and handle 
Ingersollism without gloves, rather than 
protest against the methods employed by 
that brilliant debater. 


Co n stituted authority seems to be 
completely paralyzed in Southern Indiana 
so far as checking the outrages of “The 
W hite Caps” is concerned.

“We 
have prac ieally the whole East for our 
market, said the Mayor, “and are now 
shipping to Sioux City, Iowa, Los Vegas, 
Texas, Galveston, New Orleans, New York 
and all points in the Western States. The 
trade is simply immense, and good prices 
are obtained.”

Orange Vale, notwithstanding the fact that 
it has been but lately called into existence, 
seems to be attracting a great deal of atten­ 
tion to Sacramento county, and there seems 
to be every indication that the work out­ 
lined by the Directors of the Orange Vale 
Colonization Company, if successfully car­ 
ried out, will result in greatly increasing the 
county’s wealth and population within 
two years.

Grave of C olonel W . S. H am ilton. 

Record-Union : Perhaps I can in­ 
form to some extent in regard to Colonel 
Win. S. Hamilton, son of General Hamil­ 
ton, of which your paper speaks. 
My 
father, Samuel Rich, in the spring of 1850 
opened a hotel known as " Our Home,” 
No 171 J street, between Sixth and Sev­ 
enth. 
During the month of July the Colonel 
came down from the mountains and re­ 
mained at “ Our Home” til! his death. As 
the rooms and bunks were full, father en­ 
gaged a room three doors below and got a 
cot for him too sleep upon. Soon after he 
came he was taken sick. During that time 
I brought him his meals and waited upon 
him. His sickness was of short duration. 
All was done for him that lay in our 
power, but he passed away gently, far 
away from home and relatives, the 7th of 
August, and was buried in a lone spot at 
the City Cemetery. 
His friend. Colonel C. C. Woodman, of 
Cambridge, Mass., some lew years ago com­ 
municated by letter to me in regard to his 
death, and to know whether any monu­ 
ment was ever set up over his grave. In 
due time he shipped one from New York, 
in care (I believe) of Colonel Barstow, who 
resided in San Francisco. He shipped it 
to Israel Luce. Sacramento. At a certain 
day the Colonel came up, and in company 
of Mr. Luce, Mr Farthington and my­ 
self. erected the same over his grave. His 
remains, I believe, were removed three 
times. The last time there was but little 
that remained. It was gathered up and 
placed in the plot owned by Colonel C. C. 
Woodman. The Colonel cerne out last 
summer and visited the grave. I have not 
heard from him since. The members of 
the Post would do well to communicate 
with him, and not let the resting place of 
young Hamilton go neglected.

Judge Van Fleet rendered a decision in 
Department Two of the Superior Court 
yesterday which will be read with interest 
by the legal fraternity all over the State. 
The question involved is whether an an 
swer in the nature of a cross-bill, asking 
for affirmative relief in divorce cases, is al­ 
lowable under the Code. 
The question arose in the case of Louis 
Duensing vs. Mary E. Duensing, in which 
Grove L. Johnson appeared for the plain­ 
tiff and Charles T. Jones for the defendant 
Mr. Johnson demurred to the cross-corn 
plaint on the ground that the Code did not 
provide for a cross-complaint in actions for 
divorce, and Judge Van Fleet yesterday 
overruled the demurrer. 
In deciding the case of Haley vs. Haley 
recently, the Supreme Court intimated that 
it was at least doubtful whether the Codes 
provided for a cross-complaint in actions 
for divorce, and acting upon this intima­ 
tion several Judges of Superior Courts in 
the State have sustained demurrers to an­ 
swers coupled with cross-bills. Judge Van 
Fleet differs with the learned Judges on 
this point. Following is the opinion in 
full: 
In the Superior Court, county of Sacra­ 
mento, State of California. Department 
Two.—Louis Duensing vs. Mary E. Duens­ 
ing.This is an action for divorce. Defendant 
filed an answer, and coupled therewith a 
cross-bill or complaint, in which she seeks 
affirmative relief by way of divorce against 
plaintiff. Plaintiff demurs to the cross­ 
complaint, and makes the point that the 
cross action wiil not lie in divorce proceed­ 
ings ; that Section 442, Code of Civil Pro­ 
cedure, providing for cross-complaints, has 
no application to actions for divorce. The 
question has never been directly raised or 
passed upon in the Court of last resort in 
this State; but plaintiff cites and relies 
upon a suggestion made by the Court in 
Haley vs. Haley (16 Pacific Reports, 248), 
recently decided by the Supreme Court. In 
that case the point did not arise, nor, so far 
as the record discloses, was it discussed by 
counsel; but the Court in passing says: “It 
may not be improper to remark that it is at 
least doubtful whether the Codes provide 
for a cross-complaint in actions for divorce. 
‘ Recrimination is a showing by the de­ 
fendant of any cause of divorce against the 
plaintiff in bar of the plaintiff s cause of di­ 
vorce.' (Civil Code, Sec. 122 ) An action 
for divorce is not brought on the ‘ con­ 
tract’ of marriage, but upon certain viola­ 
tions of duties or obligations annexed to 
the status of matrimony, which are 
enumerated in Section 92, Civil Code, as 
causes for which a divorce may be granted. 
Recriminatory facts should be pleaded, but 
it would seem they are pleaded’and proved 
as a defense simply, and in bar of the 
plaintiff’s cause. When in bar of an action 
for divoice the defendant pleads the com­ 
mission by the plaintiff of any of the 
wrongs mentioned in Section 92, Civil 
Code, and prays for a divorce, does he seek 
affirmative relief relating to or depending 
upon the transaction upon which the 
action is brought? If not, Section 442, 
Code of Civil Procedure, does not apply to 
actions for divorce. Nor is there any gen­ 
eral principle, independent of the Code, 
which authorizes a cross-complaint in 
actions for divorce ‘ to prevent multiplicity 
of suits.’ The statute regulates the matter 
in other cases; and the law does not so 
specially favor actions for divorce as to 
make them exceptions to a rule otherwise 
uniform.” 
This language is very plain and forcible 
and bears directly upon the point at issue, 
and coming from the source it does is en­ 
titled to the highest consideration. Un­ 
doubtedly, if given as an authoritative ex­ 
pression of the views of the Court in a case 
where the question was involved and sub­ 
ject to adjudication, it would be determin­ 
ative of the question here and should and 
would govern my action as to the law in 
this case. But it will be seen, as suggested, 
that the language used was not necessary 
to a determination of the case in which it 
occurs, nor directly pertinent to any ques­ 
tion involved therein, and it therefore can 
only properly be regarded as obiter on the 
question, and not such an expression as 
would justify me in following it as author­ 
ity. As opposed to it, it is undoubtedly 
true, as contended by the defendant, that 
this character of pleading in actions for 
divorce has been heretofore tacitly recog­ 
nized and approved by the Supreme Court 
of this State for many years, and acquiesced 
in without challenge by the bar generally. 
This is but a negative argument in favor of 
its propriety, but nevertheless it is an argu­ 
ment which has been considered by Courts 
as having more or less weight, according to 
the length of time a practice lias prevailed. 
In the case of Conlthurst vs. Coulthurst (58 
Cal. 239), the question as to the sufficiency 
of ' a cross complaint was heard and de­ 
termined by the Court, it being assumed 
that the provisions of Section 442 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure applied to actions 
for divorce. In Lowell vs. Lowell (55 Cal. 
316) a divorce was granted the defendant in 
the Couit below upon his cross-complaint 
and prayer for affirmative relief, and the 
judgment was affirmed 011 appeal. While 
the question involved wa3 not raised in 
those cases, the same question has recently 
been determined by the Sunreme Court of 
Oregon in the case of Dodd vs. Dodd (13 
Pac. Rep. 509). The question arose under 
provisions of the Code of Oregon not dis­ 
similar to the provisions on the subject 
found in our Cede of Civil Procedure (863. 
433-442), and the right to interpose a cross­ 
complaint is distinctly upheld. The Court 
says; “The only legal question preseóte 1 
is whether an answer in the nature of a 
cross-bill, asking for affirmative relief, is 
allowable under the Code. Unless it is, 
the defendant has no ground for appeal. 
The right is claimed to exist by force of 
Section 389 of the Code, which provides 
that ‘the counter-claim of the defendant 
shall 
be one upon which a 
suit 
might be maintained by the defend­ 
ant 
against 
the plaintiff 
in 
the 
suit; 
and, in addition to the cases 
specified in the subdivision of Section 72, 
it is sufficient if it be connected with the 
subject of the suit.’ This provision, as a 
whole, is quite similar to Section 150 of the 
New York Code. 
In B 
vs. B.----- 
(11 N. Y". Leg. Obs., 350), it was held, atter 
a full and careful consideration, that snch 
an answer was a counter-claim within the 
provis ons of Section 150 of New York 
Code, 
and this was approved in 
an 
anonymous case. 1 7'Abb. Pr., 48, 
as cor­ 
rect in principle and satisfactory in reason­ 
ing. Subsequently, however, the doctrine 
of B 
vs. B——, supra, was disapproved 
by a majority of the Court, in H 
vs. 
II 
(40 Barb., 10). But it would seem 
now that the practice is settled in that State 
to allow an answer in the nature of a cross 
bill for the purpose of obtaining affirmative 
relief. 
In Campbell vs. Campbell (12 
Hun., 636), it is said ; ‘There is no good 
reason why this right should not exist, and 
many why it should. The proceedings in 
this class of cases are sui generis; and 
when the pleadings present issues of this 
kind, and in the form presented in this 
case, such party is an actor, and cannot be 
deprived, without bis or her consent, of 
the right to pursue affirmative relief. (See 
also, Bleck vs. Bleck, 27 Hun., 296; 2 
Abb., form 169, form 1.089). Mr. Bishop 
says ; ‘ The practice of bringing in a cross­ 
bill by the defendant against the plaintiff, 
to aid the defense, and likewise obtain 
affirmative relief, may be resorted to in 
these divorce cases, as well as in any other. 
This way is open to the defendant equally, 
whether the proceeding is by bill of equity, 
hv libel corresponding to the ecclesiastical 
libel, or by a statutory complaint.’ 
(2 
Bisb., Mar. and Dtv., Section 316.) 
“ -t seems to us that the language of Sec­ 
tion 389, :upra, is inoad enough to author­ 
ize the deletidaut, in a suit of this kind, to 
put in an answer by way of counter-claim, 
not oniv for the purpose of defeating Lhe 
plaintiff's right of suit, but also for the 
purpose of ob'aining affirmative relief as 
prayed for. To compel the defendant to 
bring a new suit, aud go over the same 
evidence which c .uld he as well given in 
the existing action, would be vexatious, 
and in fact unnecessary. On the other 
hand, to allow such an answer, the rights 
of the p3ttie3 could be adjusted in one suit, 
and much inconvenience and delay avoided. ! 
It is always desirable that there be as 1 
speedy a determination of litigation as is 
consistent with a proper examination and 
consideration of the case.” 
It is not to be presumed that the Court in 
giving incidental expression to the language 
used in Halev vs. Haley had occasion to 
examine the question closely with a view 
to its ultimate determination. On the con­ 
trary. the point not having been made or 
argued by counsel, it may be assumed that 
the attention of the Court was not directed

true in the comprehensive sense in which 
it is there employed ? The direct cause of 
divorce is some one of the causes 
named in Section 92, Civil Code, as 
violations of the duties or obligations 
growing 
out 
of 
the 
status 
of 
matrimony. Bat that status flows from the 
contract ot marriage—is a result of it—and 
in every action for divorce the marriage 
contract must be alleged and proved as a 
jurisdictional prerequisite or the action 
fails. It would certainly seem that in this 
mere general sense any of the wrongs 
enumerated in Section 92, Civil Code, which 
might be pleaded by the defendant in an 
action for divorce as grounds for affirma- 
tive.’relicf would, within the verv compre­ 
hensive language of Section 442, Code Civil 
Procedure, constitute matter “relating to 
or depending upon the transaction upon 
which the action is brought.” 
Of course where a defendant does not 
seek affirmative relief he may plead any of 
tho=e causes in bar of the plaintiff 's action, 
and when so pleaded they constitute re­ 
criminatory matter only, as provided in 
Section 122, Civil Code, "it would certainly 
lead to much confusion aud multiplicity of 
litigation to hold that in any instance 
where the defendant has cause for divorce 
against the plaintiff it must be pleaded in 
a separate action. In that eveut it wouid 
almost invariably arise that suits with like 
objects would be pending between the 
parties at the same time, since the defend­ 
ant would not be required to await the de­ 
termination of the plaintiff’s suit before 
beginning one on his part. This would 
necessarily lead to double application 
for alimony, costs and counsel fees, since 
the wife would be as much entitled to that 
right in one case as in the other. Then, 
too, the trials would in most cases result in 
having to go over much if not entirely the 
same ground in both cases, since each party 
doubtless would plead his cause of divorce 
as criminative and defensive matter in his 
answer to the action of his adversary. Take 
the case at bar as an instance: the plaintiff's 
c ut e is extreme cruelty covering a certain 
period ot time. The affirmative matter in 
defendant s cross-complaint upon which 
she asks a divorce from plaintiff is likewise 
extreme cruelty, covering substantially the 
same period of time. Now if this matter 
cannot be pleaded in a cross action the 
defendant would of course plead it recrim­ 
inatively in this action, and will then 
doubtless at once commence an action 011 
her own behalt against plaintiff, in which 
she would ask for a divorce upon the same 
identical ground. 
I do not think the Legislature contem­ 
plated or intended any such result. Nor do 
I think that the various provisions of the 
two codes upon the subject taken together 
bear the construction contended for. Cer­ 
tainly I do not feel authorized at this (irne 
to take'hat departure. The demurrer will 
be overruled.

M etropolitan Theater. 
The promise of advertisement, posters 
and circulars which glowed with extrava­ 
gant praise, in the interest of the Morris- 
La Forge Company in “ Cupid's Pranks,” 
was not kept.

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rOWDERLY’S ARMY. 


A f.ecrease of Nearly H alf a Million in 
Leu» Than Two Tears. 
W hen the “ Home C lub” was at the 
hight of its power its strongest opponent 
among K nights of Labor was Joseph W. 
Buchanan. 
A t that time he was a resident 
of Denver, 
lie fought the club and its 
methods at Cleveland, where the special 
assembly of the K nights was held in the 
spring of 1866. 
The club was then so well 
organized that it gained many of its points 
by main strength and others by treachery. 
A t Richmond, where the General Assem­ 
bly was held in the fall of the same year, 
the club was compelled to struggle desjier- 
ately to m aintain its grip on the manage­ 
m ent of the order. The opposition had 
been well organized, under very adverse 
circumstances, by Mr. Buchanan and a 
number of other prominent Knights, who 
felt th at the order should not be allowed 
to die without a struggle. 
The opi>osition to Powderly and the 
clique who supported him from selfish 
motives put Bu jhanan forward as a leader. 
It was at first intended to pit Buchanan 
against Powderly for the latter's position, 
but the w riter of “secret” circulars talked 
so fairly, even beseechingly, that it was 
decided to let him have a walk-over, and 
put Buchanan in the field for Secretary 
against Litchman. 
The latter, hacked by 
all the power of the administration, was 
just able to secure an election. H e was to 
do great things for the Order. 
The latter 
rapidly grew smaller under the rule of 
such a combination as Powderly, L itch­ 
man and Maguire, and as much of the bet­ 
ter element had deserted to the Federation 
of Trades before the last General Assem­ 
bly was held at Minneapolis last fall, the 
administration was able to handle it. 
It 
even showed its teeth by attem pting to 
oust Bailey and Barry from the General 
Executive Board. 
In return for this these 
two committeemen told some very un­ 
pleasant truths about the character of the 
management of the Order. 
Their disclos­ 
ures had the effect of still further decreas­ 
ing the membership. 
Mr. Buchanan was in New York Satur­ 
day. 
He is now a resident of Chicago, 
and while well-informed of the general 
condition of the Order, can speak by the 
card regarding its state in the West. 
H e 
said, when asked for information on the 
subject, that the Order was in a bad way. 
W hen the General Assembly met at R ich­ 
mond the membership was 702,000 ; now 
it was 240,000. 
In 1886 the membership 
of District Assembly No. 24 of Chicago 
was 26,000; now it is 6,000. 
Two years 
ago the treasury of the Order was full of 
m oney; now it was full of emptiness, and 
the General Executive Committee was 
bothered to get enough money to defray 
running expenses. 
In what light was Powderly’s recent re­ 
quest for a 15-cent assessment viewed? 
The members of the order hail grown so 
distrustful of the management that very 
few of them had paid any attention to the 
request. 
Powderly had said that the 
money was needed for educational pur­ 
poses. 
Few believed him. 
It was gener­ 
ally known that the general treasury was 
empty. 
It was known that th . leaders 
wanted money. 
At the last General As­ 
sembly it was decided that the delegates 
to the next General Assembly at Indian­ 
apolis should be paid by the General As­ 
sembly. 
W here was the money to come 
from ? 
T hat was a question for the Gen­ 
eral Executive Committee to answer, and 
it would prove a puzzler. 
The order 
seemed, in Mr. Buchanan’s opinion, to be 
losing strength in proportion to the gain 
made by trades unions. The latter were 
booming in the West, but there was no 
boom for the K nights of Labor, nor would 
there be until a different set and sort of 
men were placed at the head. 
Mr. Bu­ 
chanan has been the recipient of much 
kindly attention from the K nights of La­ 
bor during his visit to New York, but 
none of his entertainers are members of 
the “ Home Club.”—N . Y. Times.

If a picture is intended to be 
seen in a strong light do not put it in an 
obscure corner, and, on the other hand, if 
it be painted in a high colored key, do not 
bring it within the direct influence of a 
brilliant sunbeam. 
Never im itate a rich material in a 
cheaper one. 
The use of glossy paper 
laid off like squares of marhle for hall 
decorations has fortunately )»een done 
away with, but the use of bogus stained 
glass still continues to charm the tasteless.

Ribbons of all materials, patterns and 
sizes were never so much used in toilets. 
For house, dinner and ball dresses they 
are frequentlv of contrasting colors. 
The

shops first introduced in sofa pillows and 
mantel scarfs are now audaciously at­ 
tempted in gowns, and I saw yesterday at 
a very swell dressmaker’s, a red and pink 
tea gown trim med all over with bows of 
light moss-green ribbon. 
It was as well 
done as it could be, but it had rather a 
harlequin effect. 
A more successful effort 
of the same sort was on a mauve tulle ball 
dress, which was adorned with bows as 
various in hue as Joseph’s coat, and all 
made of the narrowest ribbons, not as wide 
as your little finger nail. 
The colors were

Proof of the Earth'* Motion. 
Any one can prove, remarks a contem­ 
porary, the rotary motion of the earth on 
its axis by a simple exjierim ent: Take a 
good-sized bowl, till it nearly full of water, 
and place it iqion the floor of a room 
which is not exposed to shaking or jarring 
from the street. 
Sprinkle over the surface 
of the water a coating of lycopodium pow­ 
der, a white substance, which is sometimes 
used for the purposes of the toilet, and 
which can lie obtained at almost anv 
apothecary's. 
Then, upon the surface of 
this coating of powder, make with pow­ 
dered charcoal a straight, black line, saj­ 
an inch or two inches in length. 
H aving 
made this little black mark with the char­ 
coal powder on the surface of the contents 
of the bowl, lay down upon the floor, close 
to the bowl, a stick or some other straight 
object, so that it shall be exactly parallel 
with a crack in the floor, or with any sta­ 
tionary object in the room that will serve 
as well. 
Leave the howl undisturbed for 
a few hours, and then observe the position 
of the black mark with reference to the 
object it was parallel with. 
It will be 
found to have moved about, and to have 
moved from east to west, that is to say, in 
that direction opposite to that of the 
movement of the earth on its axis. 
The 
earth, in simply revolving, has carried the 
water and everything else in the bowl 
around with it, but the powder on the sur­ 
face has been left behind a little. 
The 
line will always be found to have moved 
from east to west, which is perfectly good 
proof th at everything else has moved the 
other way.

There are a great many conscienceless men 
and frivolous women to whom the cares 
and obligations of wedded life become irk­ 
some, who can easily manufacture some ex­ 
cuse about “ incompatibility” or desertion 
or cruelty (?); the easy-going Judge loos­ 
ens the bonds, and they are free to try it 
over again in the same thoughtless fashion 
as before. 
Now, if these were sure they 
could get a divorce, but were doomed to 
remain single the rest of their lives, they 
would not be in such a hurry about it, to 
say the least, and would very likely con­ 
clude that they would better remain as 
they were. 
This improvement, at least, 
could lie made, even if the divorce laws 
were not changed in other respects; and 
it is altogether probable that this simple 
provision would decide a great many peo­ 
ple not to apply for a divorce.

A STRANGE SPANISH SECT. 


People Who Believe In Going Naked and 
Wounding Them selves. 
Y our readers may remember th at some 
time ago I drew attention to a very re­ 
markable phase of religious fanaticism in 
the little village of Tolox, in the province 
of Malaga, which led to a State prosecu­ 
tion. 
The devotees of the religion, I may 
call to mind, took it into their heads, or, 
rather were led to believe by their leader, 
a woman who declared herself a prophetess, 
that the highest form of religion was to 
conduct the mundane affairs of this life in 
the simple garb of Adam and Eve before 
the fall. This was bad enough, and led, as 
I have said, to the intervention of the 
Crown ; but it was not their only diverg­ 
ence from the ways of ordinary mortals, 
another portion of their doctrine being to 
inflict upon themselves wounds in the 
hands, breast and feet, such as are shown 
in representations of the crucifixion. They 
also burnt all, or nearly all, their worldly 
possessions, in the belief that a higher 
power would provide them with food. 
T heir behavior, indeed, was such that, as 
stated, the Government felt called upon to 
interfere, and a daj' or two ago a number 
of leaders of this strange sect were put 
upon their trial. 
Already the most extra­ 
ordinary revelations have been made, apart 
from what may be called the spiritual 
manifestations which these misguided peo­ 
ple declare have been made to them. 
The 
most interesting feature in connection with 
the trial has been the experiments in 
hypnotism, which have been made on the 
defendant? by medical specialists—tiiis be­ 
ing the first time hypnotism has lieen re­ 
sorted to in Spain in the interests of 
justice. 
In nearly everj* ease the defendants 
proved to he “good” subjects. 
Many of 
the experiments tried hv the doctors were 
of the most extraordinary character. 
One 
of the accused, for instance,when in a state 
of hypnotism, on being ordered to perspire, 
broke out almost instantly in a state of 
profuse perspiration, while another, who 
was ordered to ascend a very high moun­ 
tain, 1 icing the while in an ordinary room, 
behaved as if lie were actually climbing, 
his breathing becoming difficult and his 
heart heating violently. 
W hen this man 
was told that he had reached the summit 
and might rest awhile, the symptoms of 
exhaustion gradually disappeared. 
(Uhers 
were pricked with long pins, and gave no 
evidence of feeling what was being done to 
them. 
The trial will last several days 
longer and will probably result in merely 
nominal punishment being imposed upon 
the accused, who for the most part seem to 
he merely harmless, weak-minded jieople. 
— London Chronicle. 


LOBSTERS DISAPPEARING. 


Iu Ten Years, if Fishermen Keep on, He 
W ill be Seen no More. 
The chances are that five or ten years 
more of our fishermen’s present practice 
will virtually exterm inate the lobster in 
New England waters. 
Already its ex­ 
tension has been accomplished in the 
waters from New Jersey to Rhode Island, 
where lobsters were formally abundant. 
The Fish and Game Commissioners of 
Massachusetts have 
this 
week agreed 
with a joint committee of the Legisla­ 
ture to ask that body to decree a close 
season for lobster fishing as a last resort 
to save 
this most excellent food-fish. 
The law forbidding the sale of lolisters of 
less than ten inches in length has not 
been of much effect. 
It has been found that lobsters do not 
ordinarily reach the breeding age before 
they are eleven inches long, hence those 
that do are the dwarfs of th 
race, and, 
therefore, the law tends to preserve the 
small kind. 
W here are the splendid fel­ 
lows from the Isleau H au to f twenty vears 
ago, peddled by the “ buy-a-lob” vender, 
each one of which extended the whole 
depth of a wheelbarrow, and could furnish 
supper for an entire family ? 
They are as 
extinct as the dodo, and before another de­ 
cade has passed, unless the halt is made 
effective, the ordinary smaller lobster of 
to-day will have become so rare that he 
will he caught, preserved and mounted in 
a museum as a rarity and picturesque 
monster. 
So the men of science say, and ask the 
Legislature that, no m atter what the sea­ 
side hotel-keepers may say or do (and they 
will probably continue to catch and eat up 
little lobsters for salad all the same, poor 
and watery though all lobsters are then, 
just as they have done, notwithstanding 
the ten-inches law), a close season be de­ 
creed from August 1st to September 15th. 
This is already the law in main, and New 
Hampshire has a close season that corre­ 
sponds, though it is not quite so long. 
It 
is to be hoped that this law will be forth­ 
with passed, and as strictly enforced as 
may be.—Boston Transcript.

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Sergeant James A. Barwick, Observer of 
the Signal Corps ot the United States, lo­ 
cated at Sacramento, and Meteorologist to 
the State Board of Agriculture, has issued 
for the latter body a volume of 232 pages, 
entitled " Annual Meteorological Review 
and Brief Notes on the Resources of the 
State of California, for the Year 1887.” 
It 
is a work that cannot be reviewed as are 
ordinary books, since it is a tabulated pro­ 
duction largely of meteorological observa­ 
tions. 
These cover the entire period in 
which observations of rain, wind, tem­ 
perature and humidity have been taken, 
voluntarily or by the Government, in this 
State. 
There 
are 
many 
comparative 
tables, 
by 
which 
the 
climatology 
of 
different 
sections can be quickly 
and 
easily 
contrasted. 
There 
are 
tables of averages of temperature during 
all seasons for various sections, and also of 
rainfall for all parts of the State. There 
are tables of wind velocity, barometrical 
observations, etc., with the showings pre­ 
sented in different phases—as by seasons, 
by months, by years, by groups of years, 
etc. 
In addition, a large number of pa­ 
pers and exhibits by lndividualsand papers 
on the resources of the State are given. 
There is also a description of each county 
in the btate. its meteorology, productive 
capacity, sanitary conditions, etc., with ac­ 
companying tables of rainfall, tem pera­ 
ture, etc. There is compiled also a great 
deal of general information concerning 
fruit-growing, general agriculture, health 
resorts, etc. The volume is probably the 
most exhaustive statistical climatic work 
ever issued in this State, and must prove of 
great usefulness. It reflects credit upon 
the skill and industry of Sergeant Barwick 
and his capacity as an observer. W e have 
taken occasion to examine it closely, and 
believe it is accurate in the representations 
made in the original and quoted text, aud 
that it may be relied upon as a source of 
climatic information. 
The May num ber of “ The C entury” 
begins a new volume. 
The opening ar­ 
ticle is the first paper of the series by 
George Kennan. 
The frontispiece of this 
num ber is a touching scene at the Siberian 
boundary post. 
Theodore Roosevelt, in 
his series of ranch articles, describes his 
adventurous and amusing pursuit and cap­ 
ture of three boat thieves. 
Two brief 
papers appeal especially to the soldier 
audience, but are of general interest as 
well. The first deals with “ The chances 
of being hit in battle,” being “ a study of 
regimental losses in the civil war.” The 
second describes the famous “ Locomotive 
Chase in Georgia.” 
The Lincoln life deals 
especially with the efforts made to keep 
the border States from secession. 
Dr. 
Eggleston publishes also an im portant 
chapter in his colonial series, his original 
account of “ The Church of England in the 
Colonies.” 
A two-part story by H enry 
James, “ The Liar,” begins in this num ­ 
ber, and there is a complete story by Ed­ 
ward Bellamy, entitled “ A Love Story 
Reversed.” 
M athew Arnold’s recent ad­ 
dress on Miltou is printed for the first 
tim e ; there is an engraving of Lenbach’s 
portrait of the Pope, with a brief studv of 
his personality by the poet Maurice F. 
Egan ; Professor Atwater gives a chanter 
in his series, in which he deals with var­ 
ious foods and beverages, including gela­ 
tine, meat-extract, tea, coffee, alcohol, etc., 
and Mr. Cheney has another chapter on 
“ Bird Music.” 
The poetry of the num ­ 
ber includes four brief pieces by Aldrich, 
a dialect poem by Riley (illustrated by 
Kemble), etc. 
The departments are un­ 
usually full, and such subjects are dis­ 
cussed as civil service reform and the com­ 
ing National Convention; “ The Newspaper 
Side of Literature;” the training of girls 
in the direction of self-support, manual 
training, Emerson's Message, etc. 
The “ Forum ” for May (97 Fifth avenue, 
N. Y’ ), contains articles on the following 
wide range of public questions: The Ju ­ 
diciary, municipal government, river and 
harbor bill£ ttie liquor traffic, therailroads, 
the public schools, the admission of Utah ; 
and of foreign questions, the Irish prob­ 
lem, and the temporal power of the Pope. 
Judge Barrett, of the Supreme Court, New 
York, writes of “ Miscarriages of Justice,” 
and points out remedies for certain defects 
in our judicial system. Frederic Taylor, a 
New York banker, has an argument—from 
the practical financier’s point of view—for 
the national control of railways.
